- ‘Tue importance of the subject, suggested in these words, will not 
be doubted; as every thing must be important and _ interesting, 
which brings into view the Author and Finisher of our faith, so as 
to display his true character. It had long been foretold of Jesus, 
the Messiah, that he should be a man of sorrows, and acquainted 

with grief. Accordingly, in no part of his life was he exempt 

from those difficulties and afflictions, which form the most rigor- 

ous test of piety and patience. His life, beginning in weakness 

and poverty at Bethlehem, and ending in ignominy upon mount 

the Calvary, was one incessant conflict with the imperfections and in- 

an’ BH firmities, which belong to our dying world. But when the words 
Les si 


of the text were spoken, the cloud, which had been long gather- 
acute 09S. grew thick and portentous. ‘The storm of Jewish malice and 

of Gentile rage, which had been collecting from the beginning of 
_his testifying of the world, that the works thereof are evil, was 
~ ready to burstupon him. And as he drew near to his last and 
Most terrible scene of suffering, the pangs of it began to take hold 
of him, and to produce the strong crying and tears, accompanied 
_ With earnest supplication, which he poured forth in the garden, 
Here, and in the anticipation of what treachery was about to bring 
a upon him, our dear Redeemer opened his bosom to the Father of 
mercies, and sent up the intercessions of an afflicted suppliant into 
ithe ears of One, who was able to save him from death. ‘The 
_ petition is most pathetically expressed: «O my Father, if it be pos- 
sible, let this cup pass from me.’—The precise import of this 
' prayer ts, it seems, judged not so obvious, as to preclude all doubt, 
and to leave us in full conviction of its meaning. By some it is 
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q ‘eemed questionable at least, whether the approaching pains of the 
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cross, or sonre other scene of suffering, were intended by the blessed 
Jesus, When he so fervently and importanately sought, that the 
cup, Which seemed to be put to his lips, might pass away from 
him. Great confidence has been expressed, that his sufferings in 
the garden, unconnected with his crucifixion, were the subjeet of 
our Savior’s address, when he implored deliverance, as in the 
words before us; that he could not have consistently asked to be 
preserved from such a death, as was eventually inflicted upon him 
by the Roman governor, as that Was a necessary part of his work, 
in making reconciliation for the sins of the people; and that, there. 
fore, bis only solicitude was to be kept from such premature sor. 
row and death, as would prevent his being brought before Pilate’s 
tribunal, and receiving condemnation and death from his hand. I; 
is desirable, that the truth upon this point should not lie conceal. 
ed from our view, nor seem to be perplexed with difficulties and 
objections. ‘There will be an advantage, also, in our contemplating 
the truth with clearness, as it will enable us to derive instruction 
and comfort from the experience and feelings of the Captain of 
our salvation, upon one of the most solemn of all occasions. 

The object of the present attempt is to adduce considerations in 
explication of the passage which has, been fixed upon, as contain- 
ing a full statement of the case, for which a solution is wanted, 

Nothing can be more necessary, in this investigation, than a just 
apprehension of the nature, rank, and condition, of the Person, 
from whom the language in question proceeds. As it is the lan- 
guage of prayer, it must come from one, who is so cor-tituted, 
and so circumstanced, as not to render a praying pesture improper 
ior him. His standing also, and relations, must be such, as not 
to render the particular intercession presented unseasonable, im- 
pertinent, or unmeaning. ‘This consideration requires us to state, 
that Jesus, who leads his disciples into the retirement of Gethse- 
mane for tlhe purpose of prayer, though he be the true God and 
eternal life, and God manifest in the flesh, is a man, differing 
from other men in one article only. He is infected with none of 
that moral guilt, which has covered all the rest of Adam/’s poster- 
ity with potiution. In every other respect, the first bern of Mary 
was like other men. He was bound by the same general obliga- 
tions, and subject to the same infirmities. He was exposed to the 
same afflictions and trials, and dependent on the same sources ¢! 
consolation and support. It is not strange, that we plunge inte 
difficulty, and find ourselves much perplexed for satisfactory expia- 
nations of Scripture concerning Chris‘, whenever we lose sighi 
the peculiarities of his complex nature, as equal with God, and, a! 
the same time, not above equality with men. His case, it Is 
always to be remembered, is a perfeet singularity; and by no anal. 
ogy whatever can we render it easy and familiar to our understand: 
ines. ‘The disparity between the divine nature, and the human, }§ 
infinite; and yet to allow, that they may be, and in fact are, brought! 
into personal unton, as in that holy thing, born of the virgin Mary: 
and ealled «The Son of God,” is required upon the authority 
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‘yspiration. If the Deity be really incarnate in the person of Je- 

cs, as we believe from the record, which God hath given of his 

Son; and if this incarnation present to view the true God, person- 

ally united to a mortal man, then is there one exhibited to be the 

object of our faith, in whom attributes: exist infinitely unlike each 

other. To Christ, subsisting in this form, we ascribe power and 

weakness, knowledge and ignorance, authority and accountability, 

uncreated supremacy and created dependence, unbounded exalta- 

Hon and deep abasement, whatever appertains to the Godhead, and 

whatever belongs to manhood. Upon the ground of this statement, 

and allowing the position to be just, we reconcile apparent contra- 
dictions, in what is said, concerning that great Personage, who is 
the grand theme of prophetic and apostolic instruction, and in 
whom all the promises of God are yea and amen to the glory of 
God by us. If he be represented as having created, and as up- 
holding, all things by the word of his power: this is true of the 
divinity; of that fulness of the Godhead,which dwells in him bodily. 
lf tebe represented as a created being, as made of a woman, as 
made under the law, and as upholden, or kept; this is true of the 
manuood of Christ, and ts as properly said of him, as of any other 
man. If he be represented as having knowledge of all things; this 
is reconciled with what he allirms of his own ignorance of the 
day of future retribution, or of the coming of the Son of man. 
upon the principle of the existence in him of qualities divine and 
human. ‘The actions of Christ are not less distinguishable into the 
divine and the human, than are the personal properties we have 
been mentioning. He did many good works, which he had seen 
with his Father; such as healing the sick, raising the dead, and 
casting out devils. ‘These were peculiar and appropriate effects 
of divine agency, and were wrought by his hand, as the omnipo- 
tent hand of God. Other actions he performed, such as eat- 
ing and drinking, walking, conversing, washing the feet of his 
disciples, and preaching the Gospel, which are sensible ex- 
ertions, and,as such, attributable to men only. Though these kinds 
of operation, so widely different, are ascribable to Christ, one 
equally, and with the same trath, as the other; yet the one points 
to the infinite and eternal God, while the other designates man 
only. ‘The complex person of Christ Jesus is so constituted, that 
there is no confusion of the two natures like blending opposite 
things, so as to incorporate them into one. Though the Media- 
tor, in whom Godhead and manhood are brought together into the 
most intimate connexion, is but one person; yet the distinction of 
nature is not destroyed, and what results from the one can, in no 
sense, and on no account, be said to spring from the other. When 
Christ performed divine works, his humanity had no participation 
in thems; and when he put forth human actions, such as come with- 
in the province of men only, his divinity was no otherwise con. 
cerned in them, than it is in all those exercises of creatures,which 
have their ultimate dependence on the first great moving cause of 
ail thines. When Christ called Lazarus out of his grave, his 
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powers, as a man, contributed no more to the accomplishment of 
the event, than the faculties and strength of his body did to his own 
resurrection. On the other hand, as a subject of human infirnj. 
ties, of animal or mental affections, what he was, did, or suffered, 
had no more of divinity in it, than has every motion, or passion, 
of every living creature. The Deity has his own peculiar proy. 
ince, and man has his. It is not possible to conceive, that either 
of them should suffer an invasion from the other. As what is hy. 
man cannot create; so what is divine cannot be created. And itis 
as impossible that humanity should partake, in the least degree, of 
independence; as that God himself should become dependent. A 
servant cannot command, while he is a servant; nor a master become 
obedient, while his proper rank and authority continue. In like 
manner, must it be an incontestible truth, that when Christ hum. 
bled himself and became obedient unto death, even the death of the 
cross, his manhood alone was exercised and put to trial; as it is 
his Godhead alone that shall triumph and bear rule,when his enemies 
shall be humbled, and all things shall be pat under him. In the 
course of our Savior’s life and ministry,we find him insisting on bis 
own oneness with the Father, and that the same honor is due, and 
required to be given, to the Son, as to the Father. We find him 
actually receiving —_— from his followers,such as is claimed by 
the true and only wise God; approving of their humility and devo. 
tion,in calling him Master and Lord; and,at the same time,address- 
ing them as friends and brethren. ‘This evidently holds forth 
“a double relation, sustained by him, who came not to be minister. 
ed unto, but to minister, and to give his life a ransom for many; 
and to whom it is said, also,“ Vhy throne,O God,is forever and ever. 
A sceptre of righteousness is the sceptre of thy kingdom.” In this 
double relation he may receive homage from men, being the mighty 
God and the everlasting Father; and “he may also be an associate, 
an equal, among men, in paying adoration ‘to the one only living 
and true God. In this latter capacity we find him in the garden, 
exhorting his brethren and followers to pray, and endeavoring to 
excite them to it by bis own ren sa As a man, he could pray 
to the Author of his being, and the God of all grace; but to imag- 
ine, that he might pray in his divine nature would seem like an ab- 
surdity. We may, for similar reasons, assign the sufferings of 
Christ to the finite, or the weaker, part of his complex nature; and 
say, that hia soul and body, as a man, were agonized: but that, in 
these pains, his divinity had no share. What can be farther from 
sound reason, and all the representations of Scripture, than that 
complete and uninterrupted happiness is not as necessary to God, 
as any one of his attributes. And if so,then the sufferings of 
Christ were those of a man only, though of a man so connected with 
the divine being, as no other man ever was. 
It is. perhaps, an impression not very uncommon, that the acute- 
ness of pain, endured by the suffering Savior, was far beyond any 
ihing in the power of mere human nature to sustain; and this by 
virtue of his being divine as well as human. If in this supposition 
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it be meant, that any thing but his human nature was a subject of 
suffering, { cannot esteem it any other than totally unwarrantable. 
At the same time, I cannot be certain, that the texture of his body 
and mind might not be such, as to render him more susceptible of 
exquisite pain, than is commonto men. Upon this point the minds 
of men may be turned loose and wander uncontrolled in the bound- 
less regions of conjecture; but can never arrive at certainty. Let 
us, then, be content with the obvious representations of plain sense, 
enlightened and guided by express Scripture. As, on the one 
and, we ought to guard against diminutive conceptions of what is 
really great; so, on the other, itis to be observed, that no honor is 
done to truth, nor advantage gained to ourselves, by magnifying 
things beyond what they really are, or are represented to be in the 
word of God. Our edification in divine things will be best insured 
by contemplating our Savior’s passion in the garden and else- 
where, as it is exhibited in the terms of the sacred record. We 
will proceed then to inquire into the nature and cause of the agony 
in which he prayed, and into the import of the prayer, which 
he presented atthe solemn time and upon the affecting occasion, 
which brought him upon his face before the throne of Infinite 
majesty. 

‘Lhe detail is given by three of the Evangelists in the same 
terms, With very immaterial and trifling variation. And what 
ihey have omitted the other has stated, in the following words, 
which it may be useful to keep in view, that we may not imagine, 
itwas ignorance of th» events at hand, which caused the Savior 
to feel and to express himself as it is related of him. «Jesus, there- 
fore, knowing all things that should come upon him, went forth and 
sid unto them, Whom seek ye??? Without having recourse to the 
omniscience, which is essential to the deity of Christ, and without 
looking any farther than what was human in his person, we may 
conceive of his having a distinct foresight of every material cir- 
cumstance in the scene of affliction that awaited him, as other in- 
spired men have been admitted to the Knowledge of future events. 
from an early period in his public ministry,he expressed to his dis- 
ciples, upon repeated occasions, the certain and clear view he had 
of what was about to befal him,as the finishing of his labor,and the 
commencement of his reward. This knowledge was imprinted 
upon the pages of prophecy, and the Savior knew the time and 
manner, in which ail should be fulfilled. He had no apprehen- 
sion, that the providence of God might relax in vigilance, or fail 
in efficiency, to carry forward the appointed course of events, until 
every Scripture should be fulfilled, and every good purpose com- 
pletely answered. As the whole process was marked out on the 
sacred pages, and was under the direction of him, who turns the 
liearts of men, as the rivers of water are turned, and applies ev- 
cry principle in nature to some profitable use in regard to the final 
prosperity of his own kingdom, such a believing heart, as that of 
the immaculate Jesus, could never waver upon this subject. What 
le suffered. therefore, before or after his delivery into the hands of 
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men, did not proceed from any distrust of the overruling hand of 
God, or fear that Satan might prevail against and overpower him, 
before he had given his last testimony to the truth at Pilate’s tyj. 
bunal, and made his victory sere by means of the cross. His trust 
in God led him to foresee, what afterwards took place, when he 
gave up the ghost and cried, «It is finished.” And if he had th. 
whole under the same precise and comprehensive view, before it 
took place, and even before measures were taken for his appre. 
hension, as any one could have after it was past, then the question 
will arise, How are we to account for the agitated frame he ap- 
peared in, When awaiting the approach of the traitor ands his ac- 
c<omplices, unless want of fortitude caused him to shrink from what 
the wisdom and faithfulness of God had allotted him? To collect 
the light and evidence of divine truth upon this point shall be my 
dask. 
We need not fear to assert, that Jesus, the moment he prayed 
that the cup might pass from him, was as cordial in the great work 
of duty, and in perfect submission to all the will of God, as he had 
ever before been. And he had, at that time, no more doubt, that 
God would carry him through, and make him triumphant over the 
devil, than at any antecedent or subsequent period. Had he at 
all hesitated and desponded upon this point, it would have beena 
fault, and have forfeited his right to the crown, which had beer 
promised him. Let us then be permitted to explain the whole by 
what is written. ‘The writer of the epistle to the Hebrews has 
stated; «‘Forasmuch, then. as the children are partakers of flesh 
and blood, be also himself teok part of the same, that through 
death he might destroy him that had the power of death, that is, 
the devil, and deliver them, who, through fear of death, were ail 
their life time subject to bondage.” Just after, it is added; « Where- 
fore in all things it behooved him to be made like unto his brethren; 
that he might be a merciful and faithful high priest in things 
pertaining to God, to make reconciliation for the sins of the peo- 
ple. For in that he himself hath suffered, being tempted, he is able 
io succor them that are tempted.” Now, if it was necessary, that 
Christ should be a subject of weakness and temptation, such as 
men feel, inorder that he might act in the office assigned him, and 
effect deliverance for poor enslaved and afilicted human nature; 
could any thing less be expected, than that in the situation into 
which he was brought, when one of his followers had betrayed 
him, and the whele force of the nation was culisted against him, 
he should have felt and uttered all that is related of him, while be 
was With his disciples in the garden? Hf, in all things, he was 
made like unto tis brethren; like those whom he is appointed to 
deliver; he must have an experimental acquaintance with those ter- 
vors and alarms, which the prospect of death, especially under its 
most formidable aspects, seldom fails to excite. Could he have 
approached the hour of trial, and seen himself just ready to be as- 
saulted by an armed band, conducted by the most barbarous and 
virulent of men, who were to bring him before an unjust judge: 
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and pracure him to be nailed to an ignominious tree, and not have 
felt solicitude, or anguish of mind, upon the occasion, bow would 
it have appeared, that, in all things he was like unto the children, 
who are partakers of ftesh and blood, and are all their life time 
subject to bondage through fear of death? ‘There is a weakness 
in human nature, which cannot venture, unanxious and undisturb- 
ed, into such scenes of suffering, as are prepared for those, who 
fall into the hands of violent and cruel enemies to be tortured to 
death, as mralice shall invent and advise. A share of this weak- 
yess must have fallen to the lot of the blessed Jesus, or he could 
not have been a man, after the pattern of our flesh and bloed, and 
have been qualified, as the apostle says he must have been, to bea 
merciful and faithful high priest, and to be touched with the feel- 
ing of our infirmities. He must have been without any experi- 
mental acquaintance with what men feel, when the wrath of their 
enemies is enkindled against them to the highest pitch, and all 
means of escape are taken away, if he had foreseen Judas at the 
head of an unrestrained and enraged rabble, marching upon him to 
put him to a most dishonorable and excruciating death, and lad felt 
no manner of discomposure, and could have refrained from crying 
out, *My soul is exeeeding sorrowful, even unto death.” His 
sufferings in the earden appear, therefore, to have been those of a 
man, anticipating a scene of unavoidable and unexampled trials, 
such as actually took place under all the aggravating circumstan- 
¢es, Which attended his prosecution, from that moment until he ex- 
pired on the cross. 'Vhe presentiment, or rather the distinct view, 
be had of all that should be inflicted on him, under the influence 
of the power of darkness, before the arduous conflict should ter- 
minate, brought a dark cloud over his mind, and filled him with 
sorrow. ‘This led him to the suppliant posture, and to the im- 
portunate language, which mark the deep sensibility and ten- 
derness of his beart, and his sense of the diflicultics he had to 
surmount, 

There are a few incidents, in the connexion, upon which it may 
be proper to bestow a brief observation or two, before L proceed 
to the petition itself, which calls for examination. It is said that 
“being in an agony, be prayed more earnestly,” and that «his sweat 
was as it were great drops of blood falling to the ground.” ‘The 
agony mentioned may have more particular reference to the great 
bodily exercise in prayer, to which he was moved by the unusual 
lervor and earnestness of his desires; and this may have caused 
the sweat upon his body, which resembled great crops of biood. 
The word, rendered agony, signifies striving, and is of the same 
root, with that in our Savior’s exhortation to his disciples to strive 
lo enter in at the strait gate, and where the apostle speaks of sfrit- 
ing for the mastery. ‘Lhe man, Christ Jesus, was in a struggie, 
as Jacob was with the angel, when he strove so har d fur the bless. 
ig, and prevailed as a prince with God and with men, “Uhat such 
exertion, i in such a frame of mind, should pronece, on the surface 
of the body, drops of thick. c lammy sweat, resembling coagulated 
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blood, as the original term implies, may be rationally supposed, 
without recourse to any other principles, than those of animal na- 
ture, as il exists in the common structure of our bodies. It is, [ 
believe, more generally supposed, that the sweat, which, at that 
time, dropped from the agonized body of Jesus, was really blood, 
starting from the veins through the external pores; which, if it wag 
a reality, was such an affection of corporeal nature, as was 
never known in any other case. But I see no authority for this 
opinion, in the terms, which the Evangelist has made use of. The 
drops were thick and large, as are those formed by blood, when it 
is in a concreted, or clotted state. This is all that can be certain. 
ly and fairly made out from the terms, in which the fact is re. 
corded. And it is not, perhaps, very unusual for such bodily 
symptoms, or affections, to appear in persons suffering the pangs 
of death. And this leads me to notice another circumstance,which 
is found in the narrative of our Savior’s sufferings in the garden, 
«*sMy soul,” said he, *is exceeding sorrowful, even unto death.” It 
is not certain, that this translation is the best to give a true idea 
ofthe original. ‘To me the meaning appears, as if he had said, 
*sMy soul is exceeding sorrowful, even as the sorrows of death.” 
A prelibation of future sufferings, which are clearly foreseen, may 
be as painful and acute, as those sufferings themselves are, when 
they actually take place, in the form, and under the circun- 
stances, Which had been anticipated. Christ Jesus, knowing what 
insults, buffetings, scourgings, and death, were before ies felt 
it all, even while he had it in contemplation, as a cup, which was 
reserved for him to drink. It does not appear, therefore, that he 
was under apprehension, that his sorrows might issue in death, 
even before he should be brought to Pilate’s tribunal, unless a 
special divine interposition were put forth to prevent it; and that 
such a premature death was the cup, which he prayed might pass 
from him. Had this been his meaning, he surely would not have 
qualified his petition by putting it into an hypothetical form, as if 
it were possible it might not be granted, as not harmonizing with 
the willof God. He knew it to be possible, in every view, and 
agreeable to the divine purpose, that his life should be preserved 
until the appointed time had come for him to be lifted up. But he 
did not know, that it would, on\any account, be consistent for his 
crucifixion, and its attendant evils, to be dispensed with. His 
prayer was, therefore, in every sense, proper; and such as piety 
would dictate, when he said, «OQ my Father, if it be possible, 
let this cup pass from me: nevertheless, not as 1 will, but as thou 
wilt.” 

It will be expected, no doubt, that something be said to confirm 
and illustrate this proposition. And in doing this it will be only 
necessary to state a few things, as for exam] ple, that he was per- 
fectly willing to lay down his life in obedience to the Father, even 
under all those dreadful humiliating circumstances, which in pros- 
pect were exhibited to his view. This i is unequivocally testified 
by his saying, «Not as I will, but as thon wilt.” Again: He felt 
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the greatness of the trial he was to undergo, that he bad no 
strength, ner sufficiency of his own, answerable to such an exigen- 
cy; and that his dependence must be on the arm of the Almighty 
God. ‘This is implied in his calling upon God for help, to appear 
fur him, and save him from that strong and unrelenting enemy, 
who was Calling forth all his resources, and arming all his 
legions to overwhelin him. This is also a necessary consequence 
of his being a man, a feeble, dependent, creature, whose begin- 
ning is in the power and will of God, and all whose affairs are at 
God’s disposal. When passing through the last scene of his trag- 
ical sufferings, he says nothing of his own Godhead; but acts in all 
respects, aS a man, and as needing help, like other men, to sup- 
port and conduct him through the perils of a warfare with earth 
and hell. in which he had engaged. He takes the place, and uses 
the language, of a man; and as such, throws himself into the hands, 
and subinits himself to the supreme will, of Him, to whom man and 
all his affairs belong. 

Further, we may observe, that, in doing this, he only reduces 
his own laws and injunctions to practice. He had carefully taught 
the duty of prayer, and uniformly enforced the precept by his own 
example. He prayed, not only as a man, but as all other men 
ought to pray. And among other things, he inculcated upon him- 
self and others to pray against temptation, upon the ground, that, 
though the spirit may be willing, the flesh is weak. «*Lead us not 
into temptation, but deliver us from evil,” is a petition in that 
form of prayer which he dictated to his disciples to guide them in 
their daily devotions. And how did he address those few follow- 
ers, Who were chosen to watch with him, while he was preparing 
to repel the adversary? «Pray,” says he, “that ye enter not into 
temptation.” Now, it is observable, that as they were his asso- 
clates, they must, in a greater or less degree, partake of his 
afflictions and temptations; which contains a reason why they 
should have been wakefully and attentively engaged with him, 
when he was watching and praying, that he might not be tempted 
and overcome. And what more probable reason can ve assigned, 
why the disciples were so easily terrified and dispersed, when their 
Master was led away to be judged and dealt with according to the 
caprice and malice of his enemies; and especially why Peter behav- 
edin so cewardly and inconsiderate a manner at the palace of 
the high priest, while Jesus met his foes and endured their revil- 
ing With quict resignation, than the drowsiness and lethargy they 
were in, when they ought to have been watching and praying with 
their afflicted Lord, that, if possible, the hour of temptation might 
pass from them, or, otherwise, the hand of God conduct them safely 
through the fiery trial? They, it seems, were not so sensible of 
the weakness of the flesh, and did not so much feel the need of 
prayer,as did the Captain of their salvation; or else, instead of 
confidently affirming, as Peter did, that he would sooner die than 
deny his Lord, they would have spent their breath in prayer te 
God, that they might not be tempted above what they were able te 
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bear. ‘The man Jesus reflected on the weakness of humanity, and 
saw that no confidence could be placed there. He called to ming 
the seduction of the first Adam, who, though in the image of God, 
had not power to baffle the old serpent, but fell into the snare 
and was lost; and being well aware of the discomfiture of thous. 
ands, who had trusted to themselves that they were righteous, anq 
lcaned toe their own understandings, he betook himself to prayer, 
as the only wise expedient, and committed his cause to God, as 
alone able to subdue Satan under his feet, and to strengthen and 
support him, while the madness of men and the malice of devils 
were let loose upon him. The inspired penman, who writes to the 
Hebrews concerning the sorrows of this Apostle and High Priest 
of our profession, says, that the prayers and supplications, which 
he offered up in the days of his flesh,with strong crying and tears, 
were heard; not that he was actually saved from death, so as not 
to drink the cup which the Father had given him to drink; for to 
this he consented, in the very terms of his supplication. But he 
was answered to the full extent of his desires; for an angel was 
sent from heaven to strengthen him; and what is of no less impor. 
tance, he “though a son, learned obedience by the tirings which he 
suffered.” His temptations did not prove too mighty for him. He 
was enabled to bear them, and to get the victory through the good 
hand of God upon him, 

From this view of the subject it appears, that Christ had a cup 
to drink of, consisting in the death of the cross, in other words 
expressed by a baptism to be baptised with, which is also referred 
to in his words to the two sons of Zebedee: «Ye shall drink of 
the cup that I drink of,°—&c; that when he saw the time of this 
suffering just at hand, like a man capable of being deeply affected 
with the anticipation of sv tremendous a scene, he was sorrowful, 
like the surrow of death, and prayed earnestly, though with per- 
fect submission, that, if it were possible, the cup might pass from 
him; just as all men are required to pray, that they may not enter 
into temptation, or be subjected to those sufferings, which may be 
too severe for their faith and submission. We learn, that God had 
heard and succored hin, so that he overcame, and was made per- 
fect through sufferings. And from the survey that has been taken, 
and from the considerations that have been adduced, we may 
zather important instruction for ourselves, suitable, especially, to 
suide us in a day of evil, or when our faith and piety are, by any 
means, put to a rigidtest. At sucha time, we are to look to our 
great pattern, Jesus Christ the righteous, that we may learn 
what preparations to make for trials, and on whose arm to lean. 
that we may be carricd through without being overcome of evih 
Though express and ample promises were on the side of Jesus, 
assuring him that he should be holden up, that he should not fail. 
nor be discouraged; yet this did not prevent his watching unto 
prayer; it did not suppress the strong crying and tears, which 
burst from a tender and full heart, and did not cease to flow until 
yalvation appeared. Here, my brethren, is our authority, ou? 
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warrant, our excitement, to renounce all confidence in ourselves, 
all dependence on our own strength, and to be instant in prayer, 
diligent in watchfulness, lest temptation prevail against us, and 
we fall from our own steadfastness. Let us never fail of imitat- 
ing the filial and obedient temper of him, whom we are invited to 
fyllow, and say as he said, «Lhe cup which my Father hath given 
we, shall I not drink its”

We seize this opportu- 
nity of saying, that the author ranks with the ablest, most eloquent, and 
most interesting preachers now living. He is the author of a treatise 


on the evidences of Christianity, first published in the Edinburgh Ency- 
' clopzdia, and received with great approbation by both the literary and the 


religious world. We add, that Dr. C. is thoroughly orthodox, and became 


' soatter he had been some time a clergyman, in Consequence of a blessing 


on his investigations of the New Testament, with a view to write the article 
just mentioned. 
After alluding to the scriptural intimations, on the subject of the spiritual 


' warfare, which is waged by evil spirits against the salvation of man, the 
- preacher adds, 


«We there read of a struggle, which the Captain of our salva- 


tion had to sustain, when the lustre of the Godhead lay obscured, 
and the strength of its omnipotence was mysteriously weighed down 
' uader the infirmities of our nature—how Satan singled him out, 
— and dared him to the combat of the wilderness—how all his wiles 


and all his influence were resisted—how he left our Savior in all 


"the triumphs of unsubdued loyalty—how the progress of this 


mighty achievement is marked by the every character of a conflict 
—how many of the Gospel miracles were so many direct infringe- 
ments on the power andempire of a great spiritual rebellion—how, 
in one precious season of gladness among the few which brighten- 
ed the dark career of our Savior’s humiliation, he rejoiced in 
spirit, and gave as the cause of it to his disciples, that le saw 
Satan fall like lightning from heaven’—how the momentary ad- 
vantages that were gotten over him, are ascribed to the agency of 
tis infernal being, who entered the heart of Judas, and tempted 
the disciple to betray his Master and Friend. I know that L 
um treading on the confines of mystery. 1 cannot tell what 
the battle was that he fought. Ll cannot compute the terror 
ovthe strength of his enemies. I cannot say, for [have not been 
iold, how it was that they stood in marshalled array against him: 


/ --hor can I measure how great the firm daring of his soul, when 
te tasted that cup in all its bitterness, which he prayed might pass 
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away from him; when, with the feeling that he was forsaken }, 
his God, he trod the wine-press alone; when he entered single. 
handed upon that dreary period of agony, and insult, anq 
death, in which, from the garden to the cross, he had to bea, 
the. burden of a world’s atonement. I cannot speak in my ow) 
language; but Ll can say, in the language of the Bible, of the days 
and the nights of this great enterprise, that it was the seasop 
of the travail of his seul; that it was the hour and the power of 
darkness; that the work of our redemption was a work accompa. 
mied by the effort and the violence, and the fury of a combat; by 
all the arduousness of a battle in its progress, and all the glories 
ofa victory in its termination: and after he had called out that jt 
was finished; after he was loosed from the prison-house of the 
grave; after he had ascended up on high, he is said to have made 
captivily captive; and to have spoiled principalities and powers; and 
to haveseen his pleasureupon bis enemies; and to have made a show 
of them openly.” 


PRESIDENT EDWARDS'S FIRST RESOLUTION. 
For the Panoplist. 


} was lately struck with the wisdom, piety, humility, and sn). 
lime morality, which distinguish the resolutions formed by Presi. 
dent Edwards in his early years. I could not help exclaiming, 
What a glorious system of truth must that be, which gives the 
idea of such a character as he aspired to attain. What a 
nobleness of purpose; what an elevation of thought; what purity of 
motive and disinterestedness of conduct, were ever present and fa- 
miliar to his mind. If we compare such a character with the best 
specimens of morality, and of alleged piety, in countries where 
Christianity was not known, how impudent appears the pretence 
of infidels, that revelation was not necessary to mankind. 

The design of these paragraphs is to draw the attention of read- 
ers to the resolution, which is placed first on the list, and which 
must have been formed before the author was nineteen. It is thus 
expressed: Resolved, that I will do whatsoever I think to be most 
to Ged’s glory and my own good, profit and pleasure, on the wiolt; 
without any consideration of the time, whether now, or neverso 
many myriads of ages hence;—to do whatever I think to be my 
duty, and most for the good and advantage of mankind in general, 
whatever difficulties | meet with,how many and how great soever.” 
Edwaris’s works, Leeds Edit. p. 13. 

What a sublime enterprise was here undertaken, and, in subse- 
quent life, to a good degree accomplished. Never was any other 
so great victory achieved by man, as that which consists in the sub- 
jection of the selfish, narrow, short-sighted, depraved passions ol 
the heart to the enlarged benevolence of the Gospel. And never 


was this victory gained, unless by those who receive Christianit’ Fy 


in its purity, and vield their souls to its transforming influence. 
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While meditating on the topics, which naturally present them- 
selves after perusing the passage quoted, it occurred to me, that 
Christians might very profitably ask themselves, at frequent inter- 
vals, Are we consulting our own good, on the whole? How 
shall we regard this action, when we look back upon it from the 
distant periods of cternity? Are we truly Wise, pursuing great 
objects With a steady purpose? or silly,running after childish trifles, 
and embarrassing our progress with useless cares, while the great 
end of our beg seems forgotten?” 

As for the men of the world, it is too plain to be denied, that, 
if the Gospel be true, they are totally regardless of their great and 
permanent interests. Professed Christians, especially those who give 
satisfactory evidence of real religion,may be thought to stand less in 
need of admonition on this point. But the fact is, that most Chrts- 
tians are mere babes in Christ. They are no more, in compari- 


~ gon with what they ought to be, than an infant of two years com- 


pared with a giant. At this late period of the world, after all the 
displays of the divine goodness and glory which the church has 
witnessed; after all the recent exhibitions ‘of love and mercy; and 
when the great day of Christ’s appearance is approaching, Chris- 
tians should be eminent for self-denial, and disinterested exertions; 
—for Jove and faith, and a lifeof prayer. ‘Set how many do we 
find, whom it would be thought presumption to exclude from the 
church of Christ, but who scarcely seem to understand the very 
first principles of Christian action; and who have certainly never 
yet learned the alphahet in the school of their Master. It seems 
wonderful to me, that so little should be said on this subject; that 
so little alarm should be felt, lest many, who suppose themselves 
to be in the way to heaven, should at last be awfully disappointed. 
Let the wealthy Christian ask himself a few questions, in refer- 
ence to the wisdom of his pursuits. When he looks deliberately 
upon his conduct in adding field to field. and thousands to thous- 
ands; when he considers the eagerness with which he grasps after 
money, and the complacency with which he hoards it, he may well 
inquire; «Is this being wise for eternity? What good will it do 
me a thousand years hence, that | was the wealthiest man in such 
a Village. or such a city? Cannot my faculties be employed to 
higher purpose, than in the scramble after money? As Provi- 
dence has already given me riches, ought Fo not immediately to 
quit the further pursuitot them. and spend my whole time in vari- 
ous direct methods of doing wood: both by distributing the proper- 
‘ye Which has beeu committed te my disposal, and by various active 
personal services? If by such exertions I can be instrumental in 
saving one soul, it willbe an occasion of more joy to me a thousand 
Ages hence, than could be expected by the most avaricious man 
vom the possession of this whole ear th. or any assignable part of 
it, fora thousand times the life of Methuselah. And can FE not 
hope to be the subordinate agent in the salvation of a single soul: 
By a liberal and judici ious distribution of Bibles and tracts; by a 
liberal support of missionaries at home and abroad; by a steady 
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and persevering attempt to promote the cause of Christ in my owy 
neighborhood, town, and state, as circumstances may permit; can 


I not hope to be honored as the willing and cheerful instrument of 


salvation to some wretched wanderer from God and from heay. 
en? Let me seriously make the attempt; and may I never forget, 
that it becomes a truly wise man to regard things unseen and 
eternal.” 

Again, let the Christian, who has amassed what the world calls an 
independency; (and perhaps he also calls it by that foolish and im. 
pious name;) who is retiring from the world to enjoy himself, as the 
phrase is; who formally abandons the bustle of the active world; 
and who expects to spend the remainder of his days in embellish- 
ing his houses and his gardens, in visiting and entertaining a few 
select friends, and in living decently secluded from business and 
noisy pleasure:—let such a man ask himself, whether he is seeking 
‘his own things, or the things of Jesus Christ.2. When he enters 
the world of spirits; when he stands before the bar of God; when 
he has advanced a considerable way on his endless course; how 
small, how insigaificant, how contemptible will his farms, his coun. 
try seat, his gardens, and all his desirable possessions, appear in 
his sight. Whether aman lives ina palace, or secks a shelter 
under a leaky hovel, during his residence on earth, will, in itself 
considered, be a small matter, when looked upon in the light of 
eternity. All the differences, which can possibly exist as to the 
outward circumstances of different persons in this world, are of 
toss moment, infinitely less, compared with the whole of one’s be- 
ing, than the difference made in the sum of enjoyment during a 
whole life by a single night’s good or bad entertainment at an inn. 
All this is clearly demonstrable to a person of the smallest capac- 
ity. Why thea should immortal beings; why should Christians 
especially; above all, why should Christians at this day of increas- 
ing light, fix their minds and hearts upon carthly possessions, as 
though their houses were, to use the words of Chalmers, ©rest- 
ing-places for eternity?” Let the Christian, whom I am now 
addressing, make an estimate of what might be effected, if the 
labor, the care, the solicitude, which he expends upon his own 
comfuris, as he calis them, were expended with a wise reference to 
the spiritual good of man. Providence has given him money, !cis- 
ure, a Standing in society, and perhaps ability to direct the minds 
of others, "Po what a prodigious cffect might these talents be ap- 
plied, if under the direction of such a disposition as that which 
tafluenced a Howard, or a ‘Thornton. 

‘There is another class of Christians. among whom many females 
ere to be found, who seem to think it necessary to appear in the 
fashion, and to spend as much for dress and furniture as others 
do, without once inquiring inte the ground of this necessity, or 
whether itisin factany thing better than thetyranny which pride and 
vanity exercise overa submissive world? How empty will the enjoy- 
ments, derived from fashionable dvess and splendid equipage, ap- 
mear,When the only inquiry will be, *fas this man, has this woman, 
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the wedding garment, without which admission cannot be gained 
fo the marriage-supper of the Lamb?’ 

By looking upon man as an immortal being, we may easily de- 
cide, that many kinds of public amusements, some of which are 
pleaded for by professed Christians, cannot be lawful. They have 
no reference to the spiritual wants, or the spiritual enjoyments of 
men; and they are glaringly inconsistent with an attention to the 
concerns of the soul. In short, [ am willing to go further than 
this, and to aflirm, that there never was a popular amusement, 
which existed throughout a large nation and for any considerable 
length of time, and which attracted large fashionable circles, un- 
less it was of such a character as to be unworthy of the sanc- 
tion and patronage of Christians. I say this on two grounds: 
first, [ never heard or read of an extensively and permanently 
{ashionable amusement, which was not manifestly unchristian in 
its tendency: secondly, the character of the great body of mankind, 
frow the palace to the cottage, is such as to forbid the thought, 
that any enjoyments, which they would relish highly in their social 
hours, ought to engross the attention, or drain the resources of the 
schildren of the kingdom.’ 

‘The same process of argument will shew, that the time spent in 
acquiring fashionable attainments cannot be justified. Let Chris- 
tian parents train up their children to the great wark of doing 
good; let the young become proficients in this heavenly art; and 
something will be accomplished, on which the mind of Gabriel can 
dwell with pleasure,and which will be remembered with ever increas- 
ing delight after the solar system shall have been swept from the 
regions of existence. 

How unwise are men! ‘They pursue the merest trifles with the 
most indefatigable zeal and industry; and, having obtained the 
object of their pursuit, they sit down and pronounce it vanity and 
vacation of spirit, Some other trifle strikes their eye; they run 
after it as before, and experience the same mortifying result. 
Still they are blind to celestial beauty, deaf to the voice of the 
charmer from heaven, and regardless of imperishable treasures,

RELIGIOUS INTELLIGENCE. 


JOURNAL OF MESSRS. HALT. AND NEWELL AT BOMBAY, CONTIN: 
TED FROM P. S873. 


May 24,1816. To dav was performed the consecration of three idols and 
a small temple, which was also dedicatec to their worship. The spot was 
ina retired village inhabited principally by a low class of Telinga people 
‘rom the opposite side, of the peninsula. 

The three gods, whose images were consecrated, were Ram Hunumunt, 
and Muhadave. The first thing was to ascertain, by astrological calcula- 
hon, the day and the hour most propitious for bringing, as they suppose, 


* these several deities to reside in their respective images. From twelve to 


Mur P. M. were déclared ta be the most propitious hours, One of us 
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was present during these hours. It would be uscless, were it practicable, 
minutely to describe the very numerous and very foolish ceremonies which 
were performed; such as chalking figures upon the ground before the tem- 
ple, crossing upon it a white thread in various ways, pouring milk and other 
things on the two great toesof scveral persons who were to officiate at the 
consecration, tying a red thread round their right wrist, putting coloring 
stuff with some grains of rice on their foreheads, &c. all accompanied { oy Cer- 
tain muniras, or sentences chanted by the Brahmins. But the principa! 
ceremony Was the per formance of the Home, which is a kind of burnt-offer 
ing. A fire is made directly before the door of the temple. Into this fire the 
Brahmins, for an hour or more, were constantly casting clarified butter, co- 
coanats, sandal wood, sugar cane, t the beetienut,. rice, and various other 
things, at the same time repeating their munatras. When the Aome was fin- 
ished, the image of am, (who was to be the principal god of this temple,) 
acconrpanied by those of his spouse, sufta, and sever Fal attendants, was 
brought, without much ceremony, on a sort of stool, and set down immedi- 
ately before the door of the temple. There it remained while several mun- 
tras, and other ceremonies were performed. It was next conveyed within 
che temple and set down directly before the elevated seat, which was pre- 
pared under a canopy for its final repose. Here the ceremonies just performed 
were repeated. bebe its seat was decorated with three silk cushions and 
other gaudy cloths. Upon this seat it was at last placed. ‘The image was 
made of brass, and about six inches in height. 

The other two images were placed in the outer court of the temple. ‘They 
were of stone. ‘That of Mahadave was sm: ull, and in front of it was plac- 
ed asustal a sculptured image of a bull, which is said to be the vehicle of 
this god. 

‘The image of Hunumunt,or of the fabled incarnation of Vish7w in the form 
of a monkey, was carved from a large stone about five feet high, and proba- 
bly of half a ton’s weight. A hole of 12 or 18 inches was prepared, and 
into this one end of the stone was placed; and thus the image was set up- 
right, and made fast by mason work. While the ceremonics of consecratior. 
were performing, the masons and others were employed in this work, in 
washing the images, and in covering the image of Aunumunt with a heavy 
red paint, as the custom Is. 

This is a brief aud imp er fect d lescription of the manner in which the Hin- 
dous make to themselves gods with their own hands, and then tali down and 
worship them. 

During the whole ceremony, there was not the least appearance of solem- 
nity: but, on the contrary, in the midst of the Zome the Bralimins fell intoa 
guarrel. A part of them were ‘lelinga and a part were Guzerattee Brah- 
inins. Each party contended for the right of completing the Aome. But the 
(ruzerattee Brahmins were the most numerous and prevailed, and the others 
withdrew in disgust. There is nothing strange in such occurrences. About 
a year ago a very general contention arose among the Brahmins of Bombay, 
concerning the consecration of an idol. One party maintained that the off- 
eiating Brahmin was not duly qualitied. The other party contended that he 
was. The contention ao great COumution for sometime. It is said 
that the attainments of but very few Brahmins qualify them for thie high 
office of consecrating an idol. 

Last evening we were isiormed, that a ship had arrived from America. 
‘his morning one of us went on boat ‘d,and found it to be the Fawn, Capt. 
Austin, who leit Boston the 20th of January. We were greatly rejoiced at the 
receipt of a number of letters; viz. | Here the letters and remittances are de- 
scribed .}) These communications shew us abundant occasions of thankful- 
hess to God for all the glorious things, which he is causing to be done for the 
culargement of Zion in America, and among the heathen; and for his great 
soodness to the Board and their missionaries. Praised be his name. We 
‘eel under high obligations tothe Board for all their care and _solicitude tor 
our support apd comfort and for the success of ourmission. Our heartsare 
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encouraged and our hands strengthened. What shall we render unto the 
Lord for all his goodness unto us! 

o7th. To-day was finished the printing of the Guzerattee tract of 5000 
copies. This tract sets forth, in the words of Scripture, the character and 
works of the true God in contrast with the vanity of idols, and closes with @ 
ssief exhortation to repentance, faith in Christ and holiness of life; all in the 
words of Scripture. As soon as 400 copies were struck off, they were sent 
-othe missionary brethren at Surat. 

28th. Received a letter from brother Judson, dated 4th of April. He, 
wis wife and son of seven months old, were then in good health. He was 

jisily employed in preparing a Dictionary and Grammar, in translating 
Matthew, and iv Conversations with the natives, though he had not begun to 
preach. He was waiting in hope of soon receiving a fellow-laborer from 
America. 

29th. Received a letter from Mr. Pritchett of Vizagapatam, in answer 
:) our letter concerning some of our brethren’s going to succeed Mr. Ringle- 
‘vibe in ‘Lravancore. In this letter Mr. P. writes in behalf of the other mis- 
sionaries: “It is our happiness fully to concur with our brethren, (Messrs. 
»kinner and Fyvie at Surat,) that three, or at least two of our newly arrived 
brethren [the American missionaries at Ceylon] should proceed immediately 
‘o Travancore, and think with you, that as the two Societies are on such 
friendly terms, there wilk be no difficulty in making future arrangements to 
mutual satisfaction.” 

We have great reason to hope, that some of our brethren will find their 
way into Travancore. By a number of concurrent circumstances Provi- 
dence seems, ina remarkable manner, to be opening the way to that exten- 
sive, important and peculiarly interesting region. 

3lst. Wrote to the Rev. Mr. Thompson, Madras, desiring him to use his 
influence to procure an introduction at Travancore for two or three of our 
brethren, now in Ceylon. We thought it expedient thus to .write to Mr. 
‘.as Col. Munroe,the British agent at the Rajah’s court in ‘l'ravancore, has 
written to Mr. T. requesting that missionaries might be immediately sent 
to succeed Mr. Ringletaube, and assuring him, that he should certainly 
receive the first missionary that should offer, from whatever Society he might 
come. 

We wrote also to our brethren on the same subject, expressing our hope 
that three of them would go to Travancore, should the way be opened for so 
many, and that in case no more than one could be allowed to go, they would 
uot fail to improve the opportunity of commencing a mission in that very 
‘mportant region. 

June Ist. ‘here are now Letween 30 and 40 boysin our English school. 
On some days we have had more than 30 together ata time. The two 
schools under native teachers, together with the English school, make the 
whole number of boys under our care about 200. In one of the schools are 
3 Jewish boys. 

5th. Today the Hindoo boysin the school desired leave of absence, it 
Leing the birth day of Gunga, (the Ganges.) Itis a day of rejoicing, but still 
‘is one of their numerous fast days. 

Some time since was announe¢ed in the public papers the establishment of 
an English settlement on the north-western coast of Madagascar, under the 
direction of the Governor of the Isle of France. A few days after this 
‘itelligence reached us,we were informed of the entire destruction of the set- 
‘cement. The barbarous natives rushed upon the settlement by night, and 
‘ut off every man belonging ta it. The Governor of the Isle ot France 
<ddressed the king of that part of Madagascar, on the subject. He declared, 
‘nat it was done without his knowledge, and he affected to search tor the 
perpetrators of the deed, that they might be brought to punishment. 
Sut they were not found, and consequently nothing further was done. It is 


“ipposed, and with great probability, that the king was the instigator of the 


nassacre, 
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10th. Today no schools are open among the natives, and business gener. 
ally is suspended. The cause of this is an eclipse of the moon, which took 
place at a little before 5 o’clock this morning. Last evening the peopie 
repaired to a part of the island called Walakashwer, which is by the sea side, 
‘There they bathed in the sea, and spent the night in gloomy watclifulness, 
This is followed by a day of fasting and almsgiving! As to the cause of 
the eclipse, the Jotish, or philosophical shasters of the Hindoos, and their 
Dhurm, or sacred shasters, are, as in many other cases, entirely at issue. 
‘The former assign the true cause; the latter ascribe it to a cause as ridicu- 
lous as it is fabu'ous. ‘Fhey say, that many ages ago, when the sea was 
churned by the demons and the gods, in order to recover the rich treasures 
of which the earth had been plundered, among the other precious things 
which were restored, the amrizc and the daru were obtained. ‘The former 
was the elixir vite, the food of the gods, and the latter was an intoxicating 
hgquor, fit only for demons. 

When the recovered treasures were to be divided, a tremendous quarre! 
commenced between the gods and the demons. At length, however, eaci: 
party were duly seated,the gods to receive the amrit, and the demons t 
receive the daru. Atthis juncture, an arch-demon, called Halu, assume 
the appearance of a beautiful woman and insinuated himself into the compan: 
of the gods. 

The sun anc moon were present on the occasion, and suspected the fraud 
But nothing could be done. Each one had received his portion of the amit, 
and was to hold itin his hand until the word of command for drinkin: 
should be given. But Rahu, eager to secure his immortality, in vielation o 
the rules of the gods, hastily drank his portion without ceremony. Upor 
this the sun and moon proclaimed him a demon m disguise, and instantly his 
head was severed from his body by the enraged gods. But the amrit draugh* 
had secured hisimmortality. And thenceforth he existed, not as an individ- 
ual, but as two distinct beings. ‘Fhe severed head, which remained or 
distinct being, retained the original name of Rahu, and the headless trun. 
existed under the name of Aatu. The former, from the circumstance jus 
mentioned, became the implacable enemy of the moon, and the latter th. 
enemy of the sun. Sometimes the former, in revenge seizes upon the moon, 
and, for a time, swallows it, which causes an eclipse of the moon; and, ir 
the like manner, the latter falls upon the sun and occasions its obscuration. In 
this way the Hindoos aimost universally account for eclipses. At the time 
of eclipses a melancholy terror seems to fall upon the poor pagans. ‘They 
know not the Lord, therefore “they are afraid at his tokens:” the heathen 
are “dismayed at the signs of heaven.” 

18th. Received, through the hand of Mr. E. from a friend who concea!- 
ed his name, one hundred rupees, tor the support of our native free schools. 

19th. Having found, that it would be somewhat difficult to procure in 
Bombay a screw for our printing press, we wrote to Mr. Thomason, desir- 
ing him to procure one for us at Calcutta. We also desired him to send 
round with the types, a small quantity of printing ink for printing. 

21st. ‘The monsoon, after being preceded by a few gentle showers, is now 
fully set in. It will continue about four months. During the two first 
months of the monsoon the rain is nearly constant and very powerful. Dur- 
ing the other two months less constant and powerful. 

The monsoon considerably effects our missionary labors. There willbe 
many days in which we cannot go out among the people, since we do nct 
keep palankeens. A few of the most public roads are well made; but the 
vest are generally without any walks, narrow,and so deep in water and mud, 
asto be quite impassable except to the natives, who, of all sexes and ages, 
seem fond enough of wading through with their bare legs. 

24th. Yesterday (Sadéath,) and to day, the Catholics have been employ- 
ed in celebrating St. John’s day. ‘They employ fire works and a variety 
childish inventions for their amusement. 
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july 6th. Wrote a joint letter, (No. xiv,) to Dr. Worcester, also one to 
“fy. Evarts enclosing a copy of our accounts up to the end of June. 
Yo day the translation of Luke’s Gospel has been completed.

WEETING OF THE GENERAL ASSOCIATION OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


ruz General Association of Massachusetts Proper convened at Belchertown,June 24,1817. 

The Rev. Taroputtus Packarp was chosen Moderator; the Rev. Wittiam Bas 
yom, Scribe; the Rev. ‘'aavpeus Pomeroy, Assistant Scribe. 

Delegates from the Associations specified were present, as follows:

The Moderator opened the meeting, by leading in prayer for divine direction. 

The Rev. Messrs. B. Enicrson, Merrill, and Hale, were appointed the Committee of 
Arrangements. ‘The session closed with prayer by the Moderator. 

June 25. Prayer by the Modevator. 

Voted, That Delegates from this Association the last year to other ecclesiastical bodies, 
who may be present, be invited to a seat as honorary members. 

‘The Seribes were appointed a committee, to make the usual distribution of the Min- 
utes presented to this Association, from the ecclesiastical bodies connected with it. 

The Rev. Messrs. Miller, B. Emerson and Merrill were appointed a cémmittee 
io take minutes of the narratives, and prepare a summary account of the state of religion 
and of the churches. 

The Seeretary stated, that in the burning of his house, in October last, the Reeords of 
ais General Association had been destroyed. 

Voied, That the Rev. Messrs. Enoch Hale, Joseph Lyman, D. D. and Payson Willis- 
‘on, be a Committee to prepare an historical account of the rise and doings of this Gen- 
eral Association, and report at the pext meeting. 

The Rev. Messrs. Estabrook, KR. Emerson and Crosby, were appointed « Committee 
.o audit the aceounts of the Secretary. 

A Committee was appointed, viz. Rev. Messrs. Crosby, Bullard and Baker, to consider 
‘hat measures are proper.to be taken in regard to the Sabbath. 

The Association voted to unite with the church in this place, as requested, in com- 
muning at the Lord’s Table, at 5 o’cleck. 

Delegates, to ecclesiastical bodies connected with this Association, were appointed, as 
follows. ‘lo the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Chureb of the United States, 
which is to meet in’ Philadelphia the third Thursday in May, 1818, the Rev. Richard 
% Storrs jun andthe Rev. Joseph Field; and the Rev. Thomas Snell substitute to Mr. 
Sicrvs; and the Rev. Theophilus Packard substitute to Mr. Field. 

To the General Association of Conneeticut, which is to convene the third Tuesday in 
June, 1818, at Middletown, the Rev. Experience Porter, and the Rev. Enoch Hale, 
ais substilute; the Rev. Theophilus Packard, and the Rev. Josiah W. Caunon, his 
substitute. 

To the General Association of New Hampshire, which is to meet at Exeter, the 
‘ind Tuesday in September, 1817, the Rev. John Nelson, and the Rev. Timothy M, 
Cooley, his substitute; the Rev. David Palmer, and the Rev. John Ballard. his substitute. 

At2 o’clock P. M. the Association attended religious worship. ‘The Rey. John Bul- 
ard preached. His text was Acts xi, 23,24. ‘Who, when he came, and had seen 
the grace of God, was glad, and exhorted them all, that with purpose of heart they 
would cleave unto the Lord. For he was a good man, and full of the Holy Ghost and 
of faith: and much people was added unto the Lord.” After the religious service, nar 
ratives of the state of religion in the churches, conneeted with this General Association 
* ere heard until 5 o’elock: when the Loid’s supper was administered 
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The Moderator elosed the session with prayer. 


June 26. ‘The session was opened with prayer by the Moderator; and the minutes ,: 
yesterday were read. . 
Communications from the Rev. Ebenezer Porter, D. D. delegate to the Genera! 
Assembly of the Presbyterian church; from the Rev. Thomas Punderson, delegate |, 
the General Convention of Vermont; and from the Rev. John Woodbridge, delegate ;, 
the General Association of Connecticut were received and read. . 

Narratives of the state of religion, were continued and fivished. 

The Rev. Messrs. John Codman, and Samuel M. F.merson, were appointed Delegate, 
to the General Convention, of Congregational and Presbyterian Ministers in Vern 
which isto be holden in Middlebury on the second ‘Tuesday in September next; and jj. 
Rev. Messrs. Gordon Dorrance, and Joshua Crosby, their substitutes. 

The Committee appointed to consider what measures are proper to be taken, in rela, 
tion to the Sabbath, reported. After some discussion, the Association voted, that thoy 
fully approve of the mexsures, which have been taken in various paris of the Comnmo,,. 
wealth, Lo promote and effectually seeure the due sanctification of the Sabbath; ayq 
that they recommend the continuance of such exertions, till the most desirable object be 
obtained. 

The Address to the churches, prepared by a committee appointed for the purpose ti. 
last year, was read and accepted. It is as follows: 


The General Association of Massachusetts Proper to the several Churches in 
their connexion. 


BRETHREN AND FRIENDS, 
BEING assembled to learn your state, to censult your welfare, and to cherish 
sentiments of mutual love and kindness, we feel prompted, by inclination and 
duty,to address you on subjects intumately Connected with four most precious 
interests. 

While we have much cause of thankfulness to the Great Head of the 
Church for the continuance of many inestimable privileges, and for the re. 
cent bestowment of numerous other precious tokens of his love, we mu: 
not forbear to mention, that, as a people, we have fur years been suffering 
the just jadgments of heaven; and that God hath been plainly manifesting thu: 
he hath a controversy with us. 

Although a commendable spirit of prayer, and of Christian beneficence, i 
extending the blessings of the Gospel to the destitute in remote regions am! 
foreign nations, has been manifested in many placcs: yet must it not be 
acknowledged, that there has been a criminal negligence with respect to the 
promotion of vital piety, and purity of morals in our own societies and neigh- 
borhoatds, if not in our own families? Can it be denied, that profaneness, 
Sa bath-breaking, inteniperance, worldliness and regularities of Various 
kinds, are prevailing sins? Canit be denied, that multitudes, inthe midst cf 
this Christian land, are living in a very gross neglect of Gospel institutions; 
and, in respect of their religious state, are little superios to heathens! Are 
not mang children growing up in our very neighborhoods, ignorant of God 
and of Christ? We ask vou then, brethren, seriously to consider, and lay 
these things to heart;—to inquire, if Viewing such sins with indiffercnce, is not 
in fact countenancing, and being partakers in them:—and to reflect, if it be 
not, in part at least, for such neglect in Christian professors, that we ait 
feeling the displeasure of the Almighty! 

In view, then, of existing evils we feel constrained, Christian friends, to 
offer you our mest friendly counsel. In the first place, we would call upen 
all to take an affecting view of prevailing sins; to be deeply humbied before 
(sod, and to unite in one generai supplication, Sfare thy feofile,O Lord, and 
rive not thy heritage torefiroach. With your prayers let your alms, and 
your exertions for che good of the poor souls around you, arise fur a memorial 
before God. We would not in any wise suggest the thought, that you sheuld 
feel, or do, less for those in remote regions, who are perishing in ignorance 
and sin. But surely it is high time we should awake to a livelier concern for 
the moral and religious improvement of those, who are in little less danger 
of perishing at our very doors. While you devoutly supplicate God to 
animate your zeal, to direct your way, and crown your exerttons in this 
henevolent work,as well as for the cut pouring of his Spirit upen churches anu 
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societies, be exhorted to the vigorous use of those means, by which, through 
the blessing of God, we may reasonably hope for the revival of religion, and 
improvement of morals. The circulation of religious Tracts is obviously a 
very important mean to this end. The united exertions of good men, iu 
Moral Societies,is another most likely to be productive of much benefit. 
Union gives strength and courage. A few friends to order and virtue, thus 
associated in every town, and acting with prudence, firmness: and a good 
spirit, would render essential service to the community. 

In regard to the due observance of tiie Lord’s day, we apprehend that 
much may be done, by the friends of religion, not only by enforcing the law 
against its violation, as it now exists; but by the exemplary observance of it 
by themselves and families; by kind admonitions and friendly expostulations, 
with those who do not properly observe it: and by continual endeavors to con- 
vince all of its perpetual obligation, and incalculable utility. We especially 
recommend to your solicitous attention the religious instruction of children, 
poth in families and schools. The rising generation is the hope of our land. 
If youth are not early taught the principles of religion and virtue, there is 
great reason to fear, that they will grow up in ignorance of God and their 
duty; and instead of being blessings will become nuisances to society. We 
would suggest the propriety of constant care to procure, as far as may be, 
religious instructors; that the Bible be daily read in schools; and that the 
children be regularly taught from the Assembly’s Catechism. 

But, brethren, we have not time any further to urge these offices of kind- 
ness. Your awakened attention, we trust, will sufficiently point them out, 
and we conclude our address with one word, more particularly in reference 
to the religion of yourown hearts. We say then, beloved brethren, Stand 
fast in the Lord, Cultivate a zeal for God and truth, which is accord- 
ing to knowledge, and that divine charity, which is the bond of perfectness. 
Hold fast the form of sound words, and beware lest any man spoil you 
through philosophy and vain deceit, after the traditions of men, after the 
rudiments of the worid, and not after Christ. At the same time, take no less 
heed, that your belief in Scripture doctrines be nota mere barren specula- 
tion. Remember, always, that faith to be genuine, must be a living princi- 
ple; that grace does not supersede duty; and that by works is faith made 
perfect. Amidst the prevailing errors of the times is notthis one? That the 
mere beliet of Gospel doctrines ensures salvation! But let us never forget, 
that we may be speculatively right, and yet practically wrong; that the 
temper and life are the only sure criterion of Christian character. While 
then in the fear of God,and the love of his truth, we assiduously labor 
to maintain the fuith once delivered to the saints, let us continually bear in 
mind, that to be Christians indeed, we must possess the gentleness and the 
meekness of Christ; that without charity we are nothing. Be it our constant 
concern to keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace; to be clothed 
with humility, to follow peace with all men, and holiness, without which no 
man shallsee the Lord. ‘Thus shall we adorn the doctrine of God our 
Savior, and through the riches of his grace receive the end of our faith, even 
the salvation of our souls. Amen.

Voted, that it be recommended by this General Association, to the churches in the 
places in which they shall hold their meetings, to celebrate the ordinance of the Lord’s 
“pper, it convenient, ip the course of the sitting of this Association. 
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Voted,that n be recommended by this General Association to the ministers and churehe, 

connected with it, to use special exertions for the imstruction of youth and children iy the 
knowledge of the Holy Seriptures. 
__ Voted, that the Rev. Messrs. Joseph Lee, Cyras Mann, and Joseph Estabrook, he ; 
Committee, to prepare a pastoral Address for the next year, and submit it to this Genera} 
Association; and that they be requested to pay particular attention to the preceding yor, 
and point out the methods in which the knowledge of God’s sacred word may be most 
successfully imparted to the young. 

Voted, to appoint a person in each Association connected with this body, to make epy. 
rect returns to the Secretary, at the next meeting of the General Association, of ¢}, 
ministers, churches, and baptisms administered ducing the year, in their respective eo, 
nexious. (According to the Rule adopted, June, 1813.) ‘ihe persons appointed are 
follows:

nected with this General Association, and a copy of the Address to each minister associated 
within its limits.

NARRATIVE OF THE STATE OF RELIGION, 


‘rE general Associaticn of Massachusetts Proper. on reviewing the state o: 
religion within their bounds, and the churches in their connexion, find much 
reason fon gratitude to the God of all mercy. While they deeply lament 
an abateme:tin the power and progress of those glorious revivals, which 
were noticed at their last meeting, they are happy to express their conf- 
dent persuasion, that the adorable Redcemer has not yet withdrawn from 
this portion of his Zion the animating tokens of his special regard. He has 
not ceased to befavorabic to bis heritage; he has not in anger shut up his 
tender inercies, 

In the Association of Berkshire, we discover pleasing indications of the 
presence of the Hoiy Spirit, in lis awakening and renewing, as well as sanc- 
tifying and enlivening influences. While faititelness in duty, aod increasing 
attachment to the interests of the church, in no inconsiderable degree appear 
among the friends of Jesus;--his enemics have, in many iistances, been dis 
armed by his all-conquering grace, and mduced to submit themselves, willing 
captives, to the King of Zion. In Becket and Sandispcid, the work of God 
has beew signally received; and in Lanesborough, abuut siaty persous have, 
#t is hoped, been added to the Lord. 

Inthe franklin sd ssociation. though no towns have, within the last year, 
been specially tavored by Cie effusions of the Spirit,the churchys are walking 
mm the faith and orccr of the Gespel. Charitable institutions have lucreas- 
ed, and exert a very salutary influence. More thae two hundred persons 
have been received to the communion of the churches. 

Within the limits of the //ampshire Central Association, where lately 
the displays of divine power and glory were more frequent and Conspicuous, 
than iu any other portion of the state, we still observe not a little to excite 
our ‘joyfuf praises; the fruits of the work of grace remain; and, in sonie 
instances, believers are encouraged, from the aspect of recent events, te 
hope, as well as pray, for anew season of refreshing from the presence ot 
the Lord. ‘inne number of ecclesiastical societies, in this Connexion, is six: 
teen; and, within the lasttwelve months, not far from nine hundred hopefut 


enverts have iccn added to the. churches. 
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if we do not findin the Hampden Association striking proofs of the pres-. 
ence of Christ, in subduing his enemies to the obedience cf. the faith; we do 
pehold the numerous traces, the unbroken uionuments, of his former tri- 
amphs. His disciples do not forget to pray and devove their powers to the 
noble purpose of extending the boundaries of lis kingdom. Large accessions 
nave been Made to the churches here, particularly in Springfield, West 
spring. icld, Blandford, Tolland, Granville, and Monson; and, in several 
niaces, Where the regular adininistration of the Gospel hus not been enjoyed 
“yp many years, an ardent desire begins to be manifested, for the possession 
ef this inestimable privilege. 

Inthe Westminster dssociation, there are the visible tokens of the gracious 
presence of our God and Savior. A zeaious regard to the interests of relig- 
‘on, and disinterested efforts to spread the knowledge.of the truth as it isin 
Jesus, are in many cases, observable; and, in several societies, the Lord has 
appeared in his glory, to the joy of his people, and it is ferventiy hoped,to the 
ternal salvation of sinners. A special work of grace, under auspicious cir- 
guinstances, has commenced, and is increasing, in dshournham, Westminster, 
Athol,and Royalstou. An Aihel, twenty-six have been added to the church; 
andin ARoyalstun, thirty-six. | 

ln the Brookfield Association, the happy fruits of the religion of Christ are 
apparent in tue harmony of ministers and churches; and in the fervor of their 
aitachment to the distinguishing doctrines of the Gespel. God has not for- 
gotten to be gracious to his cnildren, nor has he shut out their prayers. 
Leicester, Oakham, North Brookfield and Greenwich, bave been retreshed 
by the showers of heavenly influence. Tu these towns, the instituted means 
of salvation have proved, througti the sovereign grace of God, mighty to the 
souversioa of souls. 

Prom the Union Association, we have pleasing accounts of the benevolent 
exertions of many individuals to promote the common cause of vital Christianity. 
We have heard,with no ordinary satisfaction, of endeavors, Which have been 
made, to train up children and youth at home, in Knowledge, virtue, and 
piety as well as to extend the benign influence of the Gospel to those 
abroad, Who nave ever been strangers to its life-giviag power. Weare hap- 
py also to learn, that, in this vicinity, where the doctrines of the cross have 
not, In times past, been usually received, there is reason to belieye, evangel- 
ical sentiments are beginning to prevail. Toa few towns, comprehended in 
this Association, God has been peculiarly gracious; he has caused the hearts 
of nis children to sing for jov. In Charlestown and Bridgewater, he has dis- 
played, in an eminent degree, the glory of his distinguishing love. In the for- 
mer piace, one hundred, and in the latter, one hundred and fifty have become 
the hopetul subjects of his regenerating grace. 

Witain the limits of the Association of Salem and Vicinity,though ne 

special revivals of religion have been witnessed since our last meeting, there 
is yetevidence, that the cause of truth is advancing; and exertions for doing 
good to the bodies and souls of men, are increasing. In the town of Salem, 
\wenty-five benevolent societies exist, in active operation; and in the towns 
adjacent, a laudable zeal is evinced, in the various works of Cilristian 
charity. 
_ From the Unity Association we learn, that, while lukewarmness in relig- 
on too generally prevails, within their limits, there is exhibited a growing 
attachment to the interests of genuime morality,and the institutions of the Gos- 
pel; and the animating hope is entertained, that, in some places, those seeds 
are sown, which, by a divine blessing, will take root, spring up, and bear 
fruit unto eternal lite. 

We cannot fail to notice, with the most lively gratitude to the Author of 
all good, the peculiar smiles of his Providence on the Theological Institu- 
“ion in Andover. Its prosperity and usefulness have been great. At pres- 
tnt, the number of students in the several classes, is about seventy. 

In nearly ail the Associations, connected with us, are to be seen the blessed 
effects of the late glorious effusions of the Spirit of God on our churches and 
“Ongregations. Instances of eminent piety are multiplied! Benevolence now 
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affears to be the prominent feature in the Christian character. By the 
formation of societies, designed to promote those objects, which have imme. 
diate relation to the prosperity of the kingdom of Christ, the sphere of char. 
iiable operation is much enlarged. In many instances, unprecedented efforts 
are used for the instruction of children and youth, the rising hope of our 
churches; and generally, perhaps, the permanent importance of this object, 
though not /e/t, as it ought to be, is, in some degree, realized and acknow]- 
édgeed. Vice and profaneness have certainly received a powerful check. 
Sobriety of manners, and a decent regard to the ordinances of the Gospel,are, 
more commonly than they once were, accounted reputable to individuals, as 
well as necessary to the welfare of society. 

In most of our churches, the monthly concert for prayer is constantly 
observed, and regarded as a very precious and animating season. 

Leaving this commonwealth,we tind, in other regions of our country, many 
things to gladden our hearts. 

The report from THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE PRESBYTERIAN 
CHURCH gives an encouraging view of the state of religion and morality, 
within the limits of that highly respectable body. : 

Embracing, as it does, the Middle, Western, and Southern states, a ter- 
ritory of vast extent, including large and populous regions, comparatively, 
destitute of religious privileges, we see within its bounds indeed, much ty 
awaken our sympathy and grief. Affecting is the consideration, that 4 
large proportion of the people in those regions are strangers to the advan- 
tages of a regular Christian ministry,and that thousands are annually dying 
without the means of grace. But we are happy in possessing unequivocal 
evidence, that, inthe western part of the Union, where the tide of infidelity 
and licentiousness had, until lately, threatened to sweep away every vestige 
of truth and godliness, nF, who stilleth the waves of the sea, hath uttered his 
voice, and that tide is arrested in its desolating course. In many places, 
where the enemies of the Gospel, a few years since, set their faces against 
its hely doc'y-nes and institutions, with unblushing hardihood,an open opposer 
of Christianity can now hardly be found. ‘This great alteration in the 
public views and feelings, through a large extent of the western country, is 
ascribed, under God, to the wide dissemination of the Scriptures by Bible 
Societies and the agency of diligent and faithful missionaries. 

Coming into the middle states, we are presented with a view of increasing 
prosperity tothe church atlarge, and of very signal cilusions of the Spirit, 
in several parts of the vineyard. In thetowns of Wewark, Elisabethtown, 
and Orangr,in New Jersey, many have, it is hoped, experienced a work ot 
divine gracein their hearts. In several parts of the state of New York, very 
large accessions have been made to the kingdom of Christ, and many sinners 
are-still fleeing to his standard. 

Pursuing our northward course, we enter the favored state of Connecti- 
eut. Here we find twelve Associations of ministers, all cOnnected with their 
General Association, and united, toan uncommon degree, in religious senti- 
ment, affection, and practice. f the two hundred Congregational churches: 
i the state, between 160 and 170 are supplied with pastors. 

Although our brethren in Connecticut cannot record such wonders of grace 
within the last year, as they have formerly witnessed, yet they behold with 
joy the precions fruits of those numerous and powerful revivals, for whicli 
that state has been distinguished. 

A considerable number of towns, however, have,within the year past, bee” 
favored by the out-pourings of the Spirit; and many hundreds have been 
added to the churches connected with the General Association. 

Numerous benevolent societies have been recently formed, and are sup- 
ported by an increasing patronage. Among these, we particularly notice 2 

omestic Missionary Society for building up the waste places within the state; 
a Society for educating fious and indigant yeung men for the Gosftel minis- 
‘ry;a school for educating heathen youth: and an Asylum for the instructio 
of the Deaf and Dums. These, with many other institutions of the same 
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general character, receive a liberal support, and exert an extensive and 
sjutarv influence. 

In Vew Hampshire, the cause of truth, we have reason to believe, is grad- 
ually gaining ground; the fruits of former revivals still appear; and many 
towns have recently been blessed by the speci:| effusions of the Holy Spirit. 
Catechetical instruction has been much encouraged, and promises great good 
ro the rising generation. The monthty concert for prayer is generally observed 
by the churches in this state. 

“While attending to the report of our brethren from Vermont, we felt 

mingled emotions ef joy and sorrow. Not one half of the towns in that state 
are supplied with evangelical and well educated pastors; in some places 
destructive errors extensively prevail; and, in some instances, churches have 
hecome nearly extinct. There is, however, a brighter side of the picture. 
He, who can raise an army from a valley of dry bones, has quickened the 
thousands of dead souls, and caused them to rejoice in his salvation. It is 
believed, that in each of the following towns, more than a Aundred, and in 
some of them more than two Aundred, have been made the subjects of 
renewing grace: Castleton, Benson, Fair-Haven, Hubhbardton, Brandon, 
Middicbury, Cornwall, New-Haven, Putney, Westminster, Wilmington, 
Monthelier and Danville. More than thirty other towns in the state have 
been blessed with special revivals. We rejoice to hear, that the great work 
which prevailed in Middlebury, extended to the college in that town; and 
several of the students were sharers in its blessings. It is probable, that, in 
u0 previous year, has Vermont been so highly favored, by the out pourings 
of the Spirit, and the rich displays of grace in the Conversion of sinners. 
Hirmony and Christian affection are generally observabie in the churches ia 
this state, as well as in those of New Hampsiiire,. 

On the whole, though we find much to deplore, we see more to animate 
ana comfort our hearts. God has not withdrawn his Spirit from our lind, 
cu has he forgottento do us good. The duy in which we hve, if a day of 
wonders. The glorious things that have been spoken of the city of God, 
are in course of rapid fulfidment. One spirit seems to animate the Christian 
world;——a spirit of love to Christ, and zeal for the prosperity of his kingdom. 
Much of this spirit appears in our land. Au increasing harmony Is manifest, 
among the ministers and friends of the Redeemer. ‘Lhe fervent prayers of 
(iousands daily ascend, as incense, to the throne of God. Nor do they 
ascend in vain. Jehovah hears, and he will answer. He will arise. and 
plead bis own cause, and fill the earth with his giory. The Sabbath of the 
world shall surely come. Hath he said? and shail he not doit? Hath he 
roken? and shall he not make it geod? Letus wait upon the Lord, and 
never faint.

The following letter enclosed a five dollar bill. The donation was published in our last 
number, under date of July 3isi, as from an unknown person: 
**Dear Sir, 

Please to appropriate the enclosed five dollar note for the benefit of the dear mission- 
avies.in India. It bas long been due. [t is from a brother in the missionary field. Yours 
with much esteem.” 

There are some persons, whose judgment we do not much admire, who are always 
inclined to set missions to the distant heathen at variance with m&sions to the destitute 
within our own borders. Itis proper that the public should bear the two following facts 
in mind, with reference to this subject. First, the members of the Board of Foreign 
Missions are not only toa man, it is presumed, patrons of domestic missions; but a large 
proportion of them are, and for many vears have been, among the most efficient officers 
and agents of several domestic missionary societies; and a number of them were among 
the first founders, and have uniformly been among the warmest, most steadfast, and most 
active friends of these societies. Secondly, missionaries to the destitute in our own borders 
have been, according to their means, among the most generous contributors to the support 
of foreign missions. A remarkable instance of this generosity has been exhibited by 4 
missionary to our new settlements, who, for three years in succession, gave fifty dollars 
annually to foreign missions from the moderate stipend, which he received for his labors 
as a missiunary at home. Why should the love of Christ and of souls have prompted to 
such a sacrifice? Doubtless the reason is this: from seeing the deplorable condition of 
many in our new settlements, notwithstanding the very considerable light which they 
enjoy, he inferred how much more deplorable must be the darkness, where no ray of the 
Gospel shiues.

Afri! 13 1816. ‘Two of the brethren called on the Rev. Mr. Ringle- 
tube, Wiois now ona visit to this island, being out of health. He gave 
consides able information on the various methods of conducting missions. 
ile Lelieves, that the principle cause of the failure of missionary efforts, in 
several instances. has been owing to a want of proper pecuniary support 
froin Sucieties at home; that it 1s not sufficient for missionaries to be merely 
supported themselves; they must have money to carry on their missionary 
operations among the peo ple. 

li'ednesday 17th. Have been busily employed in moving our effects to the 
house we hired, when we first landed. We may hope soon to be more 
fivorably situated for study. We learn from the Rev. Mr. Palm, that all 


the Protestant missionaries were in considerable danger the other day, at 


the Catholic church; that the people were much displeased, because we 
manitested no reverence for their worship. We conducted as though we 
were merely spectators. 

‘riday 19th. This morning Mr. Ringletaube called on xs. We find it 
Profitable to converse with those, who have been many years on missionary 
ground. Soon after he left us, two Roman catholic priests Came in; they 
siewed us an article in the news-paper, by which it appears, that one of the 
Pope’s legates has been openly received at London and treated according te 
- rank and dignity. We asked a few questions, which had an indirect bear- 
Ing upon their peculiarities of sentiment, at which they were somewhat 
Gis ae ‘They soon left us. In the evening the Wesleyan missionaries 
Caine in, and joied usin our weekly meeting for singing. We feel the 
importance of guard ng ourselves against the evils incident to a state 
YW! prosperity. “Bless the Lord, O our souls, and forget not all his benefits.” 

Saturday 20th. Axreeably to appointment, the brethren and sisters, in 
Polupany with the Rev. Messrs. Twisleton and Norton, and their ladies, went 
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to Mount Lavinia, and dined with lady Brownrigg. Mount Lavinia js UDo 
: . . Pon 
the sea shore, 7 miles southward of the fort. It is a rise of ground, in ; 
handsome form, made by covering a very large rock with turf. On 
way thither we had a pleasing view of the country. But nothing affectey 
our hearts more, than a view of the natives thickly inhabiting the juno}, 
(woods, ) having none to care for their souls. We were politely received, aj 
hospitably entertained, by her ladyship. Received some useful informatic, 
from gentlemen present, who have resided in different parts of the islang, 

Sabbath 21st. This morning, after family worship, we solemnly entere, 
into covenant with God and with each other. Tle articles of faith, and t, 
covenant, which, after due deliberation, had been uhanimously adopte/ 
were again read, and we united in prayer. We then subscribed our name 
and after some conversation,commended ourselves again to God. P. M. Hey 
our meeting in brother Chater’s chapel in the fort. He has very kindly offered 
us the use of his chapel once a month, that we may attend to the ordinang 
of the supper. Tn this case, our meeting is a substitute forhis. Brothe 
Meigs preached and brother Richards administered the sacrament. Ti, 
Wesleyan and Episcopal missionaries communed with us. Brother Chater an 
the congregration, about 40 or 50 in number, were spectators. Many thing 
were very naturally associated in our minds, which gave much interest » 
this occasion. 

Monday 22nd. Held our weekly meeting for business. Appointed , 
clerk of our new church. Learning that the low or corrupted Portugues 
language is extensively spoken on this island and on the coast, we hay: 
resolved to commence the study of it, as soon as we Can procure a 
justructor. 

Wednesday 24th. This day brother and sister Norton and child left us for 
their station in Travancore. Mr. N.the first missionary sent bevond the 
Cape by the Church Missionary Society, was originally destined to Colomb, 
but afterward, it was thought, that his services were more needed on the 
coast. 

Friday 26th. Commenced the study of the low Portuguese language. 
Agreed to give an instructor 12 rix dollars a month, for giving lessons thre: 
times a week to the brethren and sisters at our house. This afternoon 
agreeably to appointment, has been regarded by us as a season of speci: 
thanksgiving and prayer. The time has been spent in singing and prayer, 
reading appropriate portions of Scripture, and conversation on the grea 
things which God has done for us. 

Saturday 27th. Sent a letter to brother Chater’s church, requesting 
hold communion with them at the Lord’s supper, and stating our reason fu 
the request. 

Sabbath 28th. This morning at 5 o’clock, brother Poor, in company wit 
Messrs. Chater and Seirs, went to Jielle, 11 miles from Colombo, to preaci 
tothe natives in a new church, built by Government. After brother Chater 
had given a short address in Cingalese, brother Poor preached on the su): 
ject of Christ’s commission, “‘Go ye out,” &c. Mr. Seirs interpreted. Thu:

Monday 27th. The brethren waited onthe Rev. Mr. Bisset; and receivec 
assurances of his readiness to assist us in any way in his power, Sent 
him a sei of reports of the Board, and missionary sermons. Sent eur instruc 
tions to tue Governor ivr is perusal. Prescuted a petition to Goveir 
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ment, requesting permission to settle in the district of Jaffna; to instruct the 
youth, preach the Gospel, establish a printing press; and do whatever is 
uecessary to forward the object of our mission. : 

Wednesday 29th. Received a letter from brother Hall at Bombay. He 
suggests, that we may have an application from the agents of the London 
Missionary Society, to goto Travancore, to succeed Mr. Ringletaube. This 
.s considered a most important station. Our brethren at Bombay would 
yejoice to see some of us in possession of it. Two Boodbist priests called on 
,s to make inquiries about the Christian religion. Had a little conversation 
with them; but as we were about going to meeting, we requested them to 
call again tomorrow. ‘They said they were from Candy. 

Thursday 30th. This morning the two priests called on us. By the 
assistance of an interpreter’we had a long conversation with them on the 
yature of their religion, and of ours. From their conversation it appears, 
that they are a species of atheists. They believe that all things were created 
and are kept in existence by chance; that Boodh, whose father and mother they 
named, was the greatest being that ever lived; that though he is now dead, 
gever to live again, yet he has great influence upon the world; and that the 
yooks, which he directed to be written, contain all thatis necessary to be 
known on the subject of religion. ‘They could say little or nothing to shew 
that these books are genuiize or authentic. When we stated some of the 
principles of our religion, they pressed the question, “‘Who made this great 
God?” whose character we had described. We asked them, who created 
the father and mother of Boodh. They could not tell. We took occasion 
to speak of the necessity of a First Cause of all things, his character, &c. 
We spoke mach of the folly and wickedness of serving a dead god, to the 
neglect of the only living and true One. They said, they were ready to 
throw off their priestly robes, if they could obtain a maintenance. We spoke 
to them of their guilt and danger for adhering a single day to a religion, 
which they could conscientiously renounce as false. They said they wished 
to know more of the Christian religion, and whether they could find sufficient 
employment before they threw off their robes. Vhe priesthood among the 
Koodhists is not hereditary; nor are their priests permitted to marry. In 
voth of these particulars they differ from the Brahmins. The priests of 
oodh are supported principally by begging. Since the conquest of Candy, 
cheir influence ~-has been considerably diminished, Many of them would 
renounce their religion,if they could obtain honorable employment undcr 
Government. We learn, that they have lately held a meeting at Candy, to 
consult on the nature of their religion. The result was that they could not 
ell, whether it was true or false! Verily the Lord wiil give to his “Son the 
reathen for his inheritance and the uttermost parts of the earth for his pos- 
session.”” QO that Christian churches could know and feel how great is the 
encouragement here for missionary efforts. 

June 1st. Saturday. Learned that the Rev. C. David is soon to take 
charge of his Malabar church and congregation at Jaffnapatam. This will 
oe a pleasing Circumstance to us, if we settle in the district. 

Sabdaii 2nd, Held our communion in brother Chater’s chapel. His church 
united with us. 

Luesday 4th. Received letters from the Rev. Messrs. Pritchett.at Vizigapa- 
‘am, and Loveless at Madras, on the subject of our going to Traxyancore.

It may be urged that 
they enjoy like privileges in this country with the rest of its inhabitants, for the attsin- 
ment of divine truth, and if they do not improve these advantages, neither will they be 

ersuaded by any means which may be used. Let-ws however have the satisfaction of 
feeling assured that we have “‘done with our might, what our hands could find to do,” 
and by the blessing of the Almighty, the design of this Institation shall be accomplished; 
our Bible affords us abundant reasons for believing, that the period will arrive, when 
God’s ancient*covenant people, shall by the divine grace, he brought to a knowledge of 
their Lord and Savior. The passages referring to this event are numberiess, “I will have 
mercy upon the house of Judah, and will save them by the Lord their God, and J will 
make a covenant of peace with them; it shall be an everlasting covenant, and I will place 
them, and multiply them, and will set my sanetaary with them; yea, I will be their God 
and they shall be my people.” But,in the words of the ingenious and pious Cunningham, 
“itis needless to multiply extracts from the saered book, wherever the harp of Zion 
“sounds, the song of her future triumphs is heard; wherever the hand of prophecy rends 
“the veil from future events, and displays to us the glories of the last days, it always 
‘points to the Jews as first in the procession of worthies, as heading the march of 
“universal victory. The ultimate triumphs of Christianity are in a measure suspended on 
“the conversion of the Jews, the world is to wait for them. The earth is not to be 
“watered by the richest dews of heaven, till the vine flourishes on the holy hill.” We 
have before us the animating example of t*e parent society in London, with many 
auxiliary societies for the promotion of this truly sublime object.—They are indefatigable 
in their labors, which have already been attended with much suceess,and we anticipate the 
period when the thousands of those “lost sheep of the house of Israel” which our blessed 
Savior professes he came especially to save, will hear the voice of their Shepherd and 
tollow him in obedience, adoration, and love.

UNITED FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Tw the course of a little more than a year past, the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in the United States, the General Synod of the Reform- 
ed Dutch Church, and the General Synod of the Associate Reformed Church, 
have had under consideration the institution of a Foreign Missionary Society. 
These ecclesiastical bodies have agreed upon the following constitution: 


Article 1. This Society shall be composed of the Presbyterian, Reformed 
Dutch, and Associate Reformed Churches, and all others who may choose to 
join them; and shall be known by the name of “The United Foreign Mission- 
ary Society.” : 

Article 2, The object of the Society shati be to spread the Gospel among 
the Indians of North America, the inhabitants of Mexico and South America, 
aud in other portions of the heathen and Anti-Christian world. 

Article 3. The business of the Society shall be conducted by a Board con- 
sisting of a President, six Vice-Presidents, a corresponding Secretary, a Re- 
cording Secretary, a Treasurer, and twelve managers, to be annually chosen 
bv the Society. They shall have power to enact their own by-laws, Seven 
Shall constitute a quorum. 

_ Article4. The Board shall present their annual report to the highest 
judicatories of the three denominations, for their information. . 

Article 5. Any person paying three dollars annually, or thirty dollars at 
one time, shall be a member of the Society. 

Article 6. The annual meeting of the Society shail be held ig the city of 
New York, on the 





Article 7. Missionaries shall be selected from the three churches indis- 
criminately. 
Article 8. This Constitution may be altered by a vote of two thirds of the 
members present at an annual meeting, with the consent of the highes+ 
J udicatories of the three denominations. 
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For the purpose of carrying this plan into execution, a joint committee of 
the three judicatories met in New York, on the 25th of July. Gen. Vay 
Rensselaer was appointed chairman and Mr. Zachariah Lewis secretary, 
It was resolved by the committee, that a general meeting of gentlemen 
friendly to the object should be held on the ensuing Monday. 

The meeting was held accordingly, and was opened with enayen The 
Constitution having been read, on motion of the Rev. Dr. Griffin, seconded 
by the Rev. Dr. Proudfit, it was 

Resolved, that the meeting do approve the design of said Constitution, and 
do now proceed to subscribe tothe funds of the Society. The mover and 
seconder of the resolution supported it by excellent and able speeches.

The Rev. Dr. Griffin closed the meeting with prayer. 

The Board of Managers have recently published an Address to the three 
denominations, who are united inthis Society. It coutains many striking and 
impressive thoughts. We give the following extracts. 

“Dear brethren, with no ordinary pleasure we acknowledge the zeal and 
liberality with which you have lately come forward in support of Bible Soci- 
eties. In this you have done well; and some of you may be tempted to 
think that you have done enough. But suffer us to say, that one thing more 
remains to be done to give efficacy to your benevolentexertions. ‘The Bible 
will have little effect among rude nations without a living preacher. Your 
efforts thus far have supplied materials for a Missionary Society to employ: 
support Missionary Institutions or your labors will be half in vain. The 
American Bible Society will sogn furnish editions of the Spanish and Portu- 
guese Scriptures for Mexico and South America—in vain, unless you raise 
up missionaries to carry them forth and toexplain and inculcate their sacred 
contents. With what prodigious influence these two institutions may aid the 
operations of each other! With both, the whole system is complete; with 
one alone, it is defective and will prove ineffectual. If you are the friends 
of the one, be the supporters of the other. 

“Brethren, have you considered the extent of the Divine claims on your 
charity? Have you studied the laws given to the Hebrews on this subject? 
It has been affirmed that with the rates fixed in the statutes of that nation, 
and with the free-will offerings required, a generous and conscientious He- 
brew would not get through the year without giving away one half of his in- 
come. We shall not stop to settle proportions, but we are persuaded that 
the extent of God’s demands has not been sufficiently studied. The age 
is opening when this subject is to be better understood, and when Christians 
will look back to the contractedness of former years, as we now do to the ig- 

norance of the dark ages. Let those who wish to please God begin the ex- 
amination at once, and anticipate the wisdom and holiness of their posterity. 

“Brethren, we have slept too long over this immense interest. This 
mighty task islaid upon us by the plain direction of heaven, and we are just 
preparing to begin the work! By all our tears we cannot recal the years that 
ure past; but if the love or fear of God be in our hearts, we muet strain every 
nerve to redeem the time that is lost. It is calculated that twenty thou- 
sand, of those, who have come to years of discretion, die daily from the pa- 
gan and Mahometan world, besides the vast numbers which go from popish 
countries, and other benighted regions nommally Christian. {t is not for us 
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of to limit the operations of the divine Spirit, and pronounce that none are saved 
‘an without the Gospel; but from the concurrent voice of Revelation and modern 
ry, travellers, we are compelled to believe that the mass of the heathen live and 
len die grossly: wicked. Such a current constantly discharging itself into the 
burning lake, and one half cf Christendom asleep! O that our heads were 
‘he waters, and our eyes a fountain of tears! In the name of God, dear brethren, 
led ' awake.

The most profound atten- 
tion was given, and the greatest order and solemnity prevailed. 

After the exercises of the ordination were closed, and sufficient time had 
been given for the assembly to be conveniently seated, the sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper was administered. The Rev. Dr. Sprinc presided; and the 
Rev. Mr. BEECHER, and the Rev. Enwarp Payson, of Portland, took part 
in the sdlemn services. It is supposed, there were about 700 commuti- 
cants, as 100 pews were occupied by them, containing from 6 to 8 persons 
each. 

The prayers, the praises, the doctrinal instruction, the charges and exhor- 
tations, the sympathy expressed, the proffered assistance, encourage 
ment, and support, the mutual vows, the consecration of so many promising 
young men to the-service of the church,and the commemoration of the dying 
love of the Savior,—all united to render this day a season long to be remem- 
bered by multitudes, whose hearts rejoiced together on the occasion, and 
whose thoughts aspire to that region of holiness and bliss, where all imped 
Ments to the perfect enjoyment of God and eash other shall be for eve?

SPEECH OF THE REY. DR. MASON, AT THE ANNUAL MEETING 
OF THE BRITISH AND FOBEIGN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


Tue great meetings for the promotion of religion throughout the world were held # 
Loudon, in May last,with the usual zeal and effect. Among the speeches made on thos 
-occastons, we boo seen none more worthy of being preserved, than the followin: 
delivered by our distinguished countryman, the Rev. Dr. Mason, before the Bible 
Society. That it was received with warm approbation we have no more doubt, tha! 
ve it expresses the 4velings cf nearly all intelligent Christians, on both sides of the 

tlantic. 
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“My LORDS AND GENTLEMEN, 

«J felicitate myself this day upon the accomplishment of one of the dearest 
wishes of my heart—a wish, to the attainment of which I have adjusted my 
iittle plans and motions for the last fivs months—the happiness of being. 

resent at the annual meeting of the British and Foreign Bible Society, with- 
out the smallest idea of being invited toa share in its public proceedings.. 
In compliance, however, with a request which I cannot decline, | have to 
guymit a motion, which I shall claim your lordship’s indulgence to preface 
with a few remarks; not with the intention of informing this Society—that 
would be an attempt to enlighten the seurce ef that light which has itself 
enlightened the world on all points connected with the circulation of the 
Scriptures; nor with a view of exciting the zeal ot the Society—that would 
be rebuked by its appearance to-day; but as an humbie organ of the Amer- 
‘can Bible Society, would beg leave to express opinions and feelings, which, 
though perfectly tamiliar to the minds of this company, are of some value on 
the principle of sympathy, as they are the views and feelings of millions of 
your fellow-men and fellow- Christians; who have the blood of a common ances- 
try running in their veins,and whose hearts beat high in unison with your own, 
in regard to the objects of this great Institution. | 

“The wise, and the good, my lord, the men of light.and love, have long 
lamented the divisions aud alienations which severed those who held the same 
precious faith; and expect to meet in the place where there shall be no 
dissentions. But, whether there was any remedy for this unhappiness, 
whether agreement in substantial principle could be madeto supersede 
differences if subordinate matters, was a problem too mighty for them to 
soive, and left them only the feeble consolations of sighing after a blessing 
which they despaired of enjoying. 

“But the problem which has thus excited the desires, appalled the resolu- 
tion, and extinguished the hope of age after age, is solved at last—it is solved 
in this Institution. Blessed are our eyes, for they see, and our ears, tor they 
hear, things which many prophets and wise mcn have desired to see, and 
Lave not sven them, and to hear, and have not heard them. My lord, we 
cannot dwell too much upon the delighttul recollection, that here, in this 
Society, Christians may put off the garb of their extérior diversities, and 
meet together in the simple and beautiful livery of the Son of God; and fore- 
going things which do not touch the “hidden man of the heart,” may give 
scope to that celestial charity which aims at nothing less than extending the 
~_ word of life to every region of darkness and death on the surface of our 
glube. 

“My lord, it would create a smile,if the subject were not infinitely too 
serious for smiles, that an apprehension of injury to the cause of sound Chris- 
tianity, from the labors of such a society as this, should find its way intoa 
Christian bosom. If, as your own Chillingworth has exclaimed, ‘The Bible, 
the Bible,.is the only religion of Protestants,” it is passing strange, that any 
good man should be afraid of dispersing it abroad, that is, spreading hisown 
religion. How is it possible that the charities of men, uniting in the holy 
Work of diffusing among their fellow-mortals the charity of God, can operate 
With any other than a salutary influence? Besides removing unnecessary 
testraints upon the reciprocation of our best affections, and thus multiplying 
friendships, which are pledges of mutual virtue, the Bible Society operates 
with an auspicious energy on all, even the lowest classes of civil society. 
My lord, the man who reads and reverences the Bible, is not the man of 
violence and blood: he will not rise up from the study of lessons which we 
Holy Ghost teaches, to commit a burglary: he will not travel with a B:bie 
under his arm, and meditating upon iis contents as forming the rule of his 
conduct, to celebrate the orgies of Bacchus, or the rites of the Cyprian 
Venus. Assuredly they were not the leaves of the Bible which in 1780 
kincled the flames of Newgate; nor is it from the stores of is:spired eloquence 
that the apostles of mischief draw those doctrines and speeches which aclude 
the understanding, and exasperate the passions of an ignorant aud ili-judging 
multitude. If there are any twe maxims which go together under the 
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‘sanction of scriptural authority, they are these: he who “fears God, will honor 


the king,” and he who does both, will not be the first to “meddle with them 
that are given tochange.” On the contrary, the influence of the Bible, and 
therefore of Bible Societies, upon the habits of the community, is calculateg 
to set up around every paternal government.a rampart better than walls 
and guns, and bayonets—a rampart of human hearts. 

For the very same reasons, the Bible in proportion as it is known and 
believed, must produce a generally good effect on the condition of the world, 
In forming the character of the individual and the nation, it cannot fail to 
mould also, in @ greater or less degree, the conduct of political governments 
towards each other. It is not in the Bible, nor in the spirit which it infuses 
that the pride which sacrifices hecatombs and nations of men to its lawles. 
aggrandizement, either finds, or seeks for, its aliment; and had Europe been 
under the sway of the Book of God, this age had not scen more than a fableg 
monster of ambition, endeavoring to plant one foot on the heights of Mont. 
martre, and the other on the hills of Dover; and while he scowled on the 
prostrate Continent, stretching out his right hand torifie the treasures of the 
East, aitd his left to crush the young glories of the West. Such a spirit was 
never bred in the bosom, nor drew nourishment from the milk, of a Bible 
Society. 

Your lordship will permit me further to remark, that if any judgment cay 
be formed from the aspect of Providence, it will be the honor of this instity- 
tion, both in its direct and indirect operations, to be highly instrumental in 
preparing the world for that period of life and blessedness, when “none shall 
hurt nor destroy, because the earth shall be filled with the knowledge of 
Jehovah, as the waters cover the sea.” It will be thenthat the gallant and 
principled soldier will be rejoiced to “beat his sword into a ploughshare, and 
his spear into a pruning-hook, and to learn war no more.” Bible Societies 
seem destined to act an illustrious part in the measures preparatory to this 
grand event. ‘They are scattering over the face of the earth that “precious 
seed,” which in due time shall spring up, being watered from above, and shall 
ripen into an abundant harvest of righteousness and peace. 

But before this consummation, much, very much, remains to be done. 
Tie cord cf the Hincoo cast is to be untwined; and the Word of GOD is to 
perform the task. There are long ranges of Alps between you and the 
regions which must be annexed to the crown of Messiah the Prince. They 
are not merely tobe pierced by the hand of imperial power, that a few troops 
or travellers may pass their limits; they are to be removed; they are to 
disappear; and the Divine Word is the fire and the vinegar under the action 
of which they are to moulder away, till their ashes shall be scattered to th 
four corners of Heaven, and their bases be turned into a garden of GOD. 

Permit me to add, that no heart is too magnanimous, no arm too powerful, 
mo station too exalted, to lend its aid in promoting so magnificent a work. 
In that day, when all human things shall appear in their own littlenegs, anc 
shall undergo a judgment according to truth, it will not bea source of shame 
or regret, that princes have come down from their thrones, and that the 
members of kingly families, and the possessors of ecclesiastical pre-emi 
neice, have mingled with private Christians in common efforts for the bes: 
interests of individual and social map. The re-action of such deeds ci 
goodness will never sully the purity of the mitre, nor dim the star of royalty 

One observation more, my lord, upon the general subject. The high anc 
holy interests and responsibilities which are lodged in the hands of this Insti 
tution, do not allow it to give back orto hesitate. There is a notion whici 
has passed iuto a sort of common law creed, that all intellectual and religiou: 
ligt, following the course of the sun, must go from the cast to the west. Mj 
lord, the ‘Sun of Righteousness” rises where he pleascs: and,on this occasion. 
he has chosento rise in the west, to take the point of his departure from the 
Island of Great Britain, and to fling the broad beams of his glory on the mid- 
night of the east. He has done it,as by other agencies, so, in a singula! 
manner, by the agency of this Society. Its cause and interest are not tle 
cause and interest of afew visionaries, inebriated by romantic projects.—!: 
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-s the cause of more than giant undertakings in regular and progressive exe- 
cution. ‘The decisive battle has been fought; opposition comes now too late. 
He who would arrest the march of Bible Socicties, is attempting to stop 
the moral machinery of the world, and can look fer nothing but to be crushed 
. pieces. The march must proceed. Those disciplined and formidable 
columns, Which under the banner of divine truth are bearing down upon the 
‘erritories of death, have one word of command from on high, and that word 
is—“ONWARD.”—The command does not fall useless on the ears of this 
Society. May it go “onward,” continuing to be, and with increasing splen- 
dor, the astonishment of the world, as it isthe most illustrious monument of 
British glory! 

Aword more, my lord, and I shall have done. It relates toa topic on 
which I know not whether my emotions will allow me to express myself 
distinctly; itis the late unhappy difference between my country and this— 
between the land of my fathers, and the land of their children. I cannot 
pepress my congratulations to both, that the conflict was so short, and the 
reconciliation so prompt; and, I trust not easily tobe broker. Never again,my 
iord, (it is a vow in which I have the concurrence of all noble spirits and all 
feeling hearts,) never again may that humiliating spectacle—two nations to 
whom God has vouchsafed the enjoyment of rational liberty; two nations 
who are extensively engaged, according to their means, in enlarging the 
kingdom, in spreading the religion of the Lord Jesus—the kingdom of peace 
—the religton of love—those two nations occupied in the unholy werk of shed- 
ding each other’s blood. Never again may such a spectacle be exhibited to 
ihe eyes of afflicted Christianity! May their present concord, written not 
merely with pen and ink, but on the living tablets of the heart, enforced by 
the sentiment of 2 common origia, by common language,-principles, habits, 
hopes,and guaranteed by an all gracious Providence, be uninterrupted! May 
they, and their Bible Societies, striving together with one heart and one soul 
to bring glory to God in the highest, aud on earth to manifest good will 
towards men, go on, increasing in their zeal, their efforts, and their success; 
and making stronger and struager, by the sweet charity of the Gospel, the 
issads of their concord.” 


ASYLUM FOR THE DEAF AND DUMB. 


We are happy to find that this institution is attracting more agd more of the public 
attention; and we hope it will not be suffered to languish for want of funds. the tuilow- 
ing account of a recent examination of the pupils is from the Con. Courant of Sept. 2. 


“An examination of the pupils of the Connecticut Asylum for the instruction 
ofthe Deaf and Dumb, took place iff one of the spacious apartments of the 
State-House in this city, on Friday, August 29. His Excellency Gov. Wolcott 
Was present on this interesting occasion, together with many strangers, and 
arespectable and elegant assembly of our own citizens, who will, we trust, 
unite their testimony with ours, to the astonishing proficiency of the pupils, 
which exceeded our warmest expectations, and does ample credit to the in- 
defatigable industry, zeal and patience of their teachers. To Mr. Clerc and 
Mr. Gallaudet, we venture to present the thanks of the benevolent and en- 
lightened assembly, for the rich entertainment afforded, through their 
labors, in this day’s exhibition; for the noble satisfaction of beholding some of 
their unfortunate fellow-creatures emerging from the deepest shades of igno- 
ae to the enjoyment of intellectual day, and the giorious light of Gospel 
truth. 

“The exercises commenced with an appropriate prayer, by the Rev. Mr. 
‘lint. The examination of the scholars followed, beginning with the least ad- 
vanced jn their respective classes, and conducted bv.their respective teachers. 
It consisted of a concise representation of the mode of instruction pursued in the 
education of the Deaf and Dunib: First, how simple ideas are communicated, 
with the names of visible objects,and then the various combinations af 
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the substantives with verbs, adjectives, pronouns, &c. Many of these youth, 
who were entirely unacquainted with the use of language when they entered 
the Asylum, can now write, in a legible and even elegant hand, sentences 
comprehending verbs in all their moods and tenses. This is the first exhibj. 
tion of the kind in the United States, and this the only door which has ever 
been ofiened on the Continent of America, to admit the Deaf and Dumb ¢- 
‘he enjoyment of rational and immortal beings. 

“This school is now in a very promising condition; and nothing is wanted, 
but an enlargement of its funds, to enable it to extend its blessings to this 
Class of indigent nnfortunates. In behalf of these we solicit the further as. 
Sistance of a philanthropic public; praying them to ‘‘cast their bounty on thy 
waters, for they shall surely find it after many days.” ”” 

‘Fhe following sensible remarks are extracted from a letter recently pub. 
lished in the Montreal Herald, on the same subject. 

“Ti is well known that institutions for the instruction of the Deaf and Dum) 
have existed for many vears in Zngland and France; but in America, this 
species of benevolence has been unknown till within a few months past; and 
to the disinterested and persevering exertions of Mr. GALLAupeEr, 
is the Western Conrinent indebted for the introduction of a system of in- 
struction, whose object fs to extend knowledge and happiness to that class of 
the community to which the providerce of God had denied the common fa- 
cilities of communication. Long have we witnessed through the country the 
increasing numbers of those wretched beings who are effectually secluded from 
the blessings of social intercourse, whose minds are locked up in perpetual 
silence, and secured against the possibility of improvement. Our compas- 
sion was excited, but it was hopeless; we were taught to regard them as be. 
ings incapable of receiving any melioration of their sufferings, as wretched 
beyond the reach of human relief, and doomed to endure the evils of life in 
its most dismal condition, with no prospect but what futurity affords of en- 
joying the prerogatives of a rational intelligence. But the experiments 
which have already been made in the instruction of the Deaf and Dum), 
justify us im regarding them as brethren, of like minds with ourselves, and 
possessed of capacities not inferior to our own for every branch of moral, in- 
tellectual and scientific improvement. ‘he success which has attended that 
mode of instruction adopted by the Abbe Sicard in France, and now pursued? 
by his pupil Mr. Clerc, in the Asylum recently established in Hartford, Con. 
affords an undeniable proof of its efficacy; and till my anxiety to witness that 
species of benevolence exemplitied led me to visit the institution, my ideas of 
the manner, progress and extent of their improvement were very incompe 
ent and incorrect. 

“It can easily be conceived, that persons not endowed with the organs ct 
sound may obtain a knowledge of the nature, properties and use of sensibic 
objects which are not apprehended by the sense of hearing; and though de- 
prived of the use of speech, may yet represent those objects by the use of 
specific and acknowledged signs;—but in what manner a knowledge of intel- 
lJectual and speculative subjects could be obtained, which requires the deduc- 
tion of reason and the exertion of the cultivated powers, without the aid ol 
auricular and vocal communication, Was to me incomprelrensible and almost 
incredible. Asa proof that with a proper mode of instruction, their minds 
are susceptible of the highest cultivation, and as a specimen of the extent in 
refinement of sentiment and abstract knowledge at which thev are capable ot 
arriving, it may not be uninteresting to your readers if I should subjoin a few 
questions, which in the course of a short interview I proposed to Mr. Clerc, 
together with his answers, literally as he gave them me in writing.”

or aserpent. Send forth,OQ Word of God, Jesus Christ, send forth thy wor’ 
even unto those who strive to stop its course! Penetrate their hearts with 
thy words, which are Spirit and Life, that they may be reconciled unto tha; 
book, which containeth thy truth! Increase the light of truth, and the flame 
of zeal anc love among thy laborers in the world, (under whatever form the, 
may administer the doctrine of thy kingdom,) according to the measure oj 
thy gifts; that at length all strife and opposition of man may cease, aud eyer, 
creature hearken to the voiee cf thy word.” 


REVIVALS OF RELIGION, 


WeE ought, perhaps, at an earlier day, to have made grateful mention of a 
work of divine grace at Charlestown, (Mass.) “The common reasons for 
postponing such a mention have operated to produce the delay; viz. a fear of 
raising too sanguine expectations,and a desire that the hopeful converts might 
havetime to exhibit proof by example of their having experienced a jeq| 
change. 

It is nearly a year, since an uncommon seriousness was observed. This 
seriousness increased in the months of October, November and December: 
and has existed with some abatement to the present time. <A considerable 
number were deeply affected with a sense of sin, and anxious for the salva. 
tion of their souls. They attended the means of grace with earnestness, 
and made rapid progress in acquiring a knowledge of their own characters, 
of ‘he law of God, and of the Gospel scheme. ‘The agency of the Spirit was 
very apparent, both in regard to the persons who were affected, and the 
manner in which they were brought to receive the truth. It is hoped and 
believed, that not fewer thon one Aundred immortal beings have conimence? 
a new life, and are under the inftuence of new affections, in consequence oi 
this revival. About 70 have joined the congregational church under the 
pastoral care of the Rev. Dr. Morse, and about 20 have been added to the 
Baptist church under the care of the Rev. Mr Collier. The doctrines of tie 
cross were the great means of producing this happy result. 

We learn that there is avery great revival of religion at Auburn, (N.Y. 
and another at Manlius in the same state. 


DEATH OF ONIM, A CONVERTED INDIAN SORCERER, 


We publish the following narrative as an interesting document, in reference to the 
manner in whickthe Moravian missions ure conducted. It is taken from ihe Diary 
of the mission of the United Brethren at New Fairfield, in Upper Canada, for the 
year 1816; and is printed in the rxxviith number of the “Periodicul Accounis,” 
just published. 


Tarts Indian had given evidence of his hostility against the Mission, from his early youth. 
He was one of those who calumniated John Papunhank, at Friedenshutten. (See 
Loskiel’s History of the United Brethren’s mission among the Indians, Part Hl. p. 65.) 
At that time he used to wear a tomahawk in his girdle; and, when questioned what he 
intended to do with it, he replied, ‘‘to cleave the missionaries’ sculls for deceiving the 
Indians.” 

This enmity he manifested, on all occasions, against the missionaries and the Christian 
Indians generally, till within a few years, when the infirmities of age put a stop to his 
activity. ‘The first sign of a change of sentiment in him was observed when he enter: 
tained the brethren Luckenbach and Zacharias, in his cabin at the Monsey ‘Torn, om 
their way to Grand River. Till then, he had always been lurking in the neighborhood 
of our settlements, as the old Diaries prove, trying to create disturbances: and being * 
preacher among his countryman, he used to dissuade them, by all the means in bs 
power, from embracing the doctrine of the whites. “For,” said he, “their skin is white, 
and ours is brown; and our whole manner of life is entirely different from theirs: © 
course, they must also have a different way to happiness; and those Indians, who embrace? 
thew doctrine, ave altogether deceived.’”’ He taught the existence of three gods—a brow", 
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qa white, and a black god; and that each nation ought to live conformably fo the dircetions 
received from the god of its color. ‘The Indians of course were to preserve their own 
religious ceremonies, their feasts, dances, soreeries, &e. He opposed, in particular, the 
Gospel doctrine of the remission of sins; teaching his countrymen, that those who lived 
gcording to the will of the Great Good Spirit, would, after this life, go to him; but that 
those who acted differently, would be banished te the haunts of the Evil Spirit. As to 
reforming the wicked through the Gospel, and their being saved throngh repentance and 
remission of their crimes, he rejected the idea altogether. He believed not only in the 
immortality af the human soul, but even asserted that all creatures, and also trees and 
herbs, are inhabited by a living soul; accounting for their withering, when cut down or 
plucked up, by saying, that their in-dwelling spirit then left them. 

‘To judge from his expressions, during lis Jast illness, it would appear, that what gave 
eccasion to his refleeting upon his lost state, was a remark addressed to him by an Indian 
sister, Anna Paulina, (as related m our Diary, under date of the 10th December, 1815,) 
who met him at a sick woman’s house whom he had in vain endeavored to cure by his 
soreerics. Speaking to the assistant, Jaeob, he observed, ‘‘A word, spoken by you Chriss 
tian Indians tately, laid hold of my soul. I began to be troubled in my mind, and to 

row duubiful concerning my spiritual state; since which time I have often thought and 
suid, ‘Oh tor somebody to show me the right way! ” 

jie was taken ili when on his way to the Monsey Town, to assist at a great feast to be 
held there; ancd,not bemg able to proceed farther than this place, he returned to his friends 
at whose camp he died. 

cn the 10th of March, in the evening Onim sent for the Assistant,* brother Jacob, as 
he lay sick in our neighborhood. He tirst thanked Jaevb for coming tosee him, and then 
tid him that he was coucerne about the state of his soul, and wished to live with us. 

After hearing his relation, Jacob addressed him in the following words: 

“Thou hast now told me a great deal: I will tell thee something too. Listen to me! 

“Qui! L well remember, that, ever since 1 was a little child, thou hast often been with 
the cougregation of (hr.ctian indians; always gong from, and coming again tous. For 
many years past, thou hast heard the word of God which we believe; but, iH now, thoa 
last despised and ricieuled it; saying, ‘lL have another way to be saved, ACOORDING To M¥ 
creavios.7 Bat, now that thou art tying here in a miserable situation, on hard boards, 
nnable to help thyself; thy little property spent in drinking; nobody taking care of thee,and 
death seeming to be at hand;--now, dost thou say, at last, ‘l bave brought terror on ray 
mind, beeanse I have been so wicked? Oh, that these words of thine were but true! 
Would to God, thou didst but feel real anxiety about thy condition! for then thy soul might 
yet be saved. 

“Art thou indeed eonvinced,that the devil hath deceived thee? Why art thou concerned 
ahout thyself at last, at the very end of thy lite? In the days of thy health, thou hast 
despised and mocked at the word of God; thou bast dissuaded and prevented others, who 
were disposed to believe; and thou hast tried to entice those away,who had joined the congre- 
gation; thou hast made thy jest of the doctrine of the forgiveness of sins. But, know thou, 
tha: Jesus Christ, the Son of God, the Creator of heaven and earth, beeame a man: THIS 
isTuE TRUTH. He suffered, was tormented to death, and shed his precious blood for the 
remission of sins: ‘TH1s 1S ALSO THR TRUTH! And unless thou obtain pardon of thy many 
and great sins,through faith in his blood,and thy heart be cleansed therewith, believe me, 
thou shalt, after death, go straightway to hell, into everlasting perdition: and there shalt 
thou find cause to accuse no one, neither men, nor God who made thee; but TaYsELF— 
THsrir, alone. Nor will thy living with us,as thou now desirest to do.avail thee any thing, 
Unless thou be purified from thy iniquities, through the merits of the Savior, whose mercy 
thou must earnestly seek. Reflect on this, and remember what thou hast heard heretotore 
trom us Christian Indians, and from our ministers.” 

Unim thanked Jacob for his address, who then left him. 


“ASSISTANTS, in the Missions of the United Brethren, are converts from among 
te heathen, of both sexes, whose business it is to visit from house to house; in order to 
aitend to the sick and infirm, watch over order, endeavor to remove dissentions and 
promote harmony, and further the temporal and spiritual welfare of the fluck by every 
means in thetr power, according to the advice and directions which they recevve fir these 
purposes fi om the missionaries. Through them, the missionaries are enabled to know, 
whether their people walk in conformity to the rules of the Gospel, and where their help. 
may Le most essential’y useful. ‘They must be persons whose exemplary walk and guod 
understunding huve made them respected by the whole cengregatiun. The native 
assistants have also the particulur churge to speak to the heathen on Gospel suojects, 
whenever opportunity offers for that purpose. In some missions they are employed occa- 
Sonally to address the conzregation at their meetings: and such an assistant ts the Indian 
Jacub, at New Fairfield. ; 

TLhis is an Indian phrase, implying, according as the Great Spirit and Creator has 

rected and appointed for me. 


438 Death of Onim, a convericd Indian Sorcerer. Sepr 


On the day following, brother Dencke reccived a message from Onim, with an carnest 
mequest that he would come and see him. : 

Being asked, “What is thy desire—since thou hast sent for me?” he replied: « 
would tell thee, that I am greatly concerned about myself, and the salvation of My soul 
My sentiments are entirely changed; and J pray the Savior to have merey on me. to 
pardon my sins, and cleanse my heart with his blood in holy baptism. Oh!” added he 
weeping and trembling, “Lam sorely troubled—I am under great anxiety.”— Questiny. 
‘hou enemy of God and his ehildren! art thou at last convinced of thy lost state? 
Answer: “I am indeed! Oh that the Savior would take pity on me! then, as long as |ife 
lasted, | would live to him alone.’-—Q.“But itis sad that thou art a murderer and a 
sorcerer?” 4. **Vhe former is a false aceusation; and sorcery is a deceit of the devil—it 
is nought. Of that lam now convinced.”—Q. ‘But art thou ready to confess all thy 
past sins and enormities, at the pierced feet of him whodied for his enemies; and to pray: 
to him, that he would grant thee, through the enlightening grace of his Holy Spirit, 9 
thorough knowledge ot thy depravity, that thou mayest seck and obtain pardon and 
forgiveness?” .4. “Yes, I am. Both soul and body would | surrender unto hin, if he would 
but have compassion on me.” 

Having been reminded of his past life, how he had persecuted the congregation of 
believers, seduced mauy from the path of life, despised the word of God, and pronounced 
the Christian religion an imposture, Xe. the question was put to him, “Dost thou now 
believe that Jesus Christ is the Son of God, the Creator of all things; and that he came 
down on earth to save Tits by his sufferings and death, and to take away THY sins by his 
precious blood??? Upon this, he made so affecting a confession of his faith in Jesus, that 
all present were melted into tears; and the work of grace, wrought in his heart by the 
Holy Ghost, was made manifest in the most striking manner. 

Brother Dencke then explained to him, that the mere rite of Baptism could avail him 
nothing, unless be experienced in his heart, through faith, the pnrilying power of the 
hood of Christ; whereupoa he exclaimed, “1 believe! 1 believe! Do ye also have pity 
on me!” : 

He was now asked the fullowing questions, which were put to candidates for baptism 
From among’ the heathen; aud whieh be auswered in the most afleeting manner. Miniséer, 
“‘Dost thou believe that thou art a sinful creature, and dost, on account of thy sins, deserve 
fhe wrath of God and eternal punishment’? .dnewer. “1 do believe it." —M. “Dost thou 
believe that Jesus Christ beeame a man for us, and, by his innocent lite, sufferings, blood- 
shedding, and death, reconciled us sinners to God?” .7. “LE verily believe it.”—.37. “Dost 
thou believe that he hath purchased for thee, by bis blood and death, remission of sins, 
life and happiness?” 7. “1 verily believe it?’ —2. “Wiltthon in this faith be baptised 
into the death of Jesus, and be washed from thy sins in his bloods’? .4. That is my 
sincere desire.’ — J. “Dost thou also desire to be delivered from the power of sin and of 
Satan, and to be received into the fellowship of Jesus Christ, and of those who beliewe in 
him???” wl. **That is my sincere desire; and I renounce the devil and all his works and 
ways.” 

Brother Dencke then prayed fervently to the Lord in his behalf, itreating him te 
show merey unto this repenting enemy of his church, who longed tor deliverance from 
the bondage of Satan; to pardon all his sins and transgressions; to cleanse him with his 
precious blood; to receive him ipto the communion of the saints in light, and into the 
tellowship of the Father, the Son, and Holy Ghost: expressing alsothe most heartfelt 
thanks for the merey of God already displayed towards this grievous offender, in baving 
awakened him to a sense of his lost state by nature, and led lim to seek the salvation of 
his soul in his dying moments. This prayer was attended with a flood of tears, shed by 
the candidate for baptism, and by ail present. 

He was then baptized into the death of Jesus, by the name of Leonard. The whole 
transaction is more easy to be congeived than deseribed, and will uever be forgotten by 
those who witnessed it. “The anxiety of heart of the newly baptised now immediately 
vanished, and bis troubled soul found restand peace. 

On taking leave, brother Deneke reminded him,that,as he had been active in the service 
of his former master, the prince of darkness, he ought now to show the more zeal in the 
cause of his present Lord, who had granted him remission of his sins, and would soon 
receive him unto himself. into the realins of endless bliss and glory. “This he cheerfully 
promised, and afterward faithfully performed; saving, en all cceasions, to his trends, 
““Formeriy [spoke evil words to you, to dissuade you, when you desired to be converted: 
forgive me for so doing, and follow my dying advice to you, which is to forsake your 
wicked ways, or you will be lost! Turn to your Savior: experience what! now feel, aud 
you sha live!” 


The Assistant, Jacob, #Iso spoke to himin a pathetic mannersand rejoiced greatly at 
the baptism of this reponting sinner. A our Tndians were delighted on the OGEUSION 
amide vessed their jow, saying: “Onim, our enemy, is become our brother Leouaid.” 
e bey 00 diligentiv visited linn. 

From the time of the new convert’s baptism, almost till he breathed his last, on the 
morning of the 13th, he continued day and night,only new and then slumbering a few minutes 
at a time, te pray to Jesus his Redeemer, and to exalt his merey; mviung ail to come unto 
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him, and to obtain pardon and remission of their sins. After he became speeehless, the 
motions of his hand plainly indicated that he was still conscious; and his mind continued 


to be engaged with the same subject. At length, at his dissolution, his hand dropped 
upon his breast; and the spirit of this late enemy of, the crucified Jesus winged its flight 
tothe mansions of everlasting bliss, in humble reliance on the all-atoning sacrifice made 

by our Savior for sin. 

‘His remains were brought here the day after, March 14th, and interred in our new 
burying-ground, being the first corpse of au adult buried there. At his funeral, the 
Indians, who had assembled from their sugar camps on the occasion, were addressed from 
the text, Mark xvi, 16; He, that believeth, and is baptised, shall be saved; but he that 
jelieveth not shall be damned. They were exhorted to unite in praising our Lord for 
the great vietory gained by his word and Spirit, in the conversion of this late distinguished 
gnemy and opponent of the Gospel. 

He had reached a very advanced age; which cannot, however, be exactly ascertained. 

It pleased the Lord to m:ke him “a miracle of grace,” in the fullest sense of the expression, 
and to display in him the ail-subduing power of his Holy Spirit, over the most hardened: 
of sinners. 

The conversion and death of this extraordinarv man will speak volumes to the hearts 
of hislate hearers; andthe impression made thereby on his heathen countrymen cannot | 
but, under God, prove highly favorable to the cause of the Gospel.
